TEXT OF HOANG VAN HOAN'S INTERVIEW ON PRC TV 


[HK100825 Editorial Report HK] Beijing Domestic Television Service in 
Mandarin at 1100 GMT on 23 November broadcasts a 16-minute interview of 
Hoang Van Hoan by an unidentified senior male reporter who covered Deng 
Xiaoping's visit to the U.S, at the beginning of this year. The reporter 
and Hoang read their questions and answers from prepared texts. The 
following is a full text of the questions and answers on the TV sound 
track. Hoan's answers are translated from the Vietnamese interpreter's 
Mandarin translation: 


Question: Comrade Hoang Van Hoan, how are you? i am very pleased to be 
able to intervitw you. President Ho once said: The friendship between 
Vietnam and China is a profound one. The two countries are comrades as 
well as brothers. I wish to convey our warm regards to you on behalf of 
our broad masses of television viewers. 


Answer: I want to welcome you in interviewing me here. Please sit down, 
Do you smoke? 


Question: No, thank you, Please allew me to put two questions to you. 
After a heated struggle, an overwhelming majority in the United Nations 
recently adopted a motion proposed by the 5 ASEAN along with 25 other 
nations demanding the withdrawal of all foreign troops from Kampuchea. 
Do you have any comments on this resolution? 


Answer: Yes. I will express my views concerning your question...my 
views on the question of Kampuchea. The die-atch of troops by Le Duan 
and company to occupy Kampuchea was clearly 1 act of aggression, a pain- 
ful and shameful matter to Vietnamese revolui‘onists. This act of aggres- 
sion brought disaster to the people of Kampuchea as well as to those of 
Vietnam. My view is: Le Duan and company must immediately withdraw all 
their troops from Kampuchea and let the Kaimpuchean people decide their own 
destiny. The UNGA recently discussed the question of Kampuchea and, in an 
overwhelming majority, adopted a resolution demanding an immediate with- 
drawal of all foreign troops from that country while calling for the relief 
to Kampuchean refugees to be speeded up. This is a very good resolution. 














I personally hope that the people of the worid will stir up an upsurge 
against this act of aggression by Le Duan and company, similar to the 
recent Stockholm international conference in support of Kampuchea. I 
would like to see the governments of the countries of the world exerting 
greater pressure to speed up the impiementation of the resolution. 


Question: You aire a Vietnamese party and state leader of the older genera- 
tion and were in charge of foreign liaison work for a long period. You 
are very familiar with the entire history of Sino-Vietuamese relations 
during the past few decades. On 4 October th° Vietnamese authorities re- 
leased a white book entitied the so-called "T...« About Vietnam-China Rela- 
tions Over the Last 30 Years." It falsified the past 30-year history of 
Sino-Vietnamese relations, the main stream of which had been friendly co- 
operation, and turned it into a history of China's attempt to control 
Vietnam, We would like to listen to your views on this white book. 


Answer: Well, I have gone through this white paper carefully. I thitk 

it is a big pot of hodgepodge. Some of its ingredients are sheer fabri- 
cations, some are falsified or distorted facts and some are quotations 

from foreign books or journals taken out of context. Anyone with the 
slightest sense of politics can tell that such materials are full of illog- 
ical, self-contradictory and ill-contrived arguments. I noticed that 
international public opinion was very indifferent toward this white book 
after it was dished cut. Even those who breathe the same air as Le Duan 
and company did not know whether to Laugh or cry and found it difficult to 
echo what it said. As a man familiar with the history of the past 30 yeara 
of relations betwenn Vietnam and China, I wrote an article to explain 

these relations, The aim of the ulteriorly motivated fabrication of numer- 
ous lies by Le Duan and company is to discredit China and undermine the 
relations between Vietnam and China. These acts of theirs run completely 
counter to the interests of the Vietnamese people and to President Ho's line 
of international solidarity. It is clear from reading this white book that 
Le Duan is a dishonest man who has betrayed the revolutionary road and 
national rights and actively serves the global strategic interests of the 
international reactionary anti-Chinese forces. 





Question: We hope we will be able to read the article you wrote as soon 
as possible. Do you want to avail yourself of this opportunity to say a 
few words to the Vietnamese people? 





Answer: In fact I do have a great deal to say to the Vietnamese people. 
But for the time being the two points to which I have just spoken are the 
two most pressing things I want to tell them, so please find out if there 
is any way to relay my views more extensively to the Vietnamese people. 


Question: We wish to thank you for your talk which was concise and to the 
point, touching on the crux of the question. 








Anewer: I also want te thank you for the interview, which has given me 
an opportunity to express my views. I will now give you my article and 
hope you can publish it in the newsrapers or broadcast it over the radio. 


‘™eation: I will hand it over to the newspapers and radio stations right 
auay. Your article will definitely have many readers and listeners and 
wili definitely exert a tremendous influence. 


Anewer: Thank you. I know you are very busy. Let me tell you that you

[Article by KUANG CHIAO CHING reference material department: "Summary of 
Deng Xiaoping's March 1979 Speech at a Discussion on Theoretical Work"] 


[Text] The original speech of Deng Xiaoping is very long. Followingis his 
views on the four basic principles on democracy. 


Socialist modernization is our greatest political task at present because it 
represents the greatest and basic interes s of the people. Under the uni- 
fied leadership of the party and government, every party member, youth 
league member and patriotic citizen must overcome all difficulties and 
strive to contribute toward realizing the four modernizations. 


I. Adhere to the Four Principles in Realizing the Fcur Modernizations 


Realizing the four modernizations and turning our country into a powerful 
socialist state in this century is an extremely arduous task, 


When we were carrying out the democratic revolution, we adhered to the 
conditions in China at that time and followed the road pioneered by Comrade 
Mao Zedong of using the countryside to encircle the cities. Now as we are 
engaged in construction, we must also adhere to the present conditions ia 
our country and follow a Chinese-type road of modernization. 


To realize the four modernizations in China, we must at least understand 
the following two particular characteristics: 


One problem is that we had a meager heritage to start off with, with China 
reduced to "the sickman of the East" after years of sabotages by imperial- 
ism, feudalism and bureaucrat-capitalism. After the founding of new China, 
great achievements were made in economic construction. We have set up a 
relatively complete industrial and agricultural system and trained a number 
of qualified industrial workers. On the average, the annual growth rate 

of our industry and agriculture since liberation up to last year had been 
relatively high in the world. But because of its weak foundation, China 
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still remains a very poor country in the world. China is still far from 
sufficient in scientific and technological power, and in general is 30 
years behind the world's advanced nations. Over the past 30 years, our 
economy has experienced two upsurges and two setbacks. During the 10 
years from 1967 to 1976 in particular, the national economy was seriously 
hampered by the sabotages of Lin Biao and the gang of four. This resulted 
in very serious consequences for the economy, which was then on the brink 
of collapse. Or present measures of economic readjustment are aimed at 
further eradicating this consequence. 


Another problem is the population. Our country's present population num- 
bers 900 million people, 80 percent of whom are peasants. There are ad- 
vantages and 7tisadvantages to having so large a population. To feed, 
educate and provide employment for so many people is a serious problem 
when production has not been developed enough, We must step up the work 
of birth control. But even if the population remains unchanged after 
several years, it will still be a problem for a certain time. Ours is a 
vast country with rich resources with tremendous advantages. But there 
are a number of problems which need more attention, We have a vast space 
but with few cultivated areas and an enormous peasant population. This 
is the characteristic feature that merits our consideration in carrying 
out the four modernizations. 


A Chinese-style modernization or Chinese-style socialism means that in 
carrying our production we must keep in mind these two factors--a large 
population and a weak foundation, How then can we consider these two 
problems simultaneously? If we do not make an overall plan, we will be 
faced for a long period with the social problem of less than full employ- 
ment. There are many problems that should be studied by comrades in the 
party who are engaged in practical work as well as those who are engaged 
in theoretical work, We are sure to find proper ways to solve these 
problems, but I am not going to talk about these problems today. 


What I am going to talk about is politics and ideology. The party Central 
Committee holds that to realize the four modernizations ideologically and 
politically in China it is imperative to adhere to the four basic princi- 
ples. This is the basic premise for bringing about modernization, 

These four basic principles are: 

1. Adhere to socialist road. 

2. Adhere to the dictatorship of the proletariat. 


3, Adhere to the leadership of the party. 


4, Adhere to Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong thought. 


These four principles are not new to us. Our party has persisted in these 
principles for a long time. A series of policies carried out by the party 








Central Committee since the smashing of the gang of four and since the 
convocation of the third session of the party Central Committee are all 
based on these principles. 


[HK111505] We have practically and theoretically criticized the fake 
"socialism" of the gang of four, which assumed an ultraleftist appearance 
ana advocated countrywide poverty. We have persisted in socialist public 
ownershio and carried out the principle of "each according to his work." 

We have adisered to the principle of self-reliance as the main focus and 
seeking foreign aid as the supplement, of learning from and importing 
advanced foreign technologies in readjusting our socialist economic con- 
struction and exerting our utmost to carry out our work according to objec- 
tive laws oi economy. That is to say we are adhering to scientific social- 
ism. 


We have smashed the feudal fascism of the gang of four, reversed a great 
many cases of wrong verdicts, solved a series of problems left over by 
history, consolidated the dictatorship of the proletariat and resumed 

and developed socialist democracy. All these things have resulted, particu- 
larly after the third session of the party Central Committee, in a lively 
political atmosphere that had been desired by Comrade Mao Zedong for many 
years. 


We have resumed tne party's three great styles of work that had been 
spoiled and strengthened the party's democratic centralism. We have 
strengthened the unity of the whole party and that between the party and 
the masses, thus raising the prestige of the party and strengthening its 
leadership over the state and social life. 


We have smashed the spiritual shackles created by Lin Biao and the gang of 
four. We uphold that leaders are human beings and not gods. We affirm 

that we must grasp the scientific system of Marxism and Mao Zedong thought 
completely and correctly and must proceed from reality. With all these 
things, we have again brought to light the lofty prestige a great revolu- 
tionary should uphold, whether in the history of China or in other countries. 


Despite all this, the Central Committee deems it necessary today to stress 
the importance of disseminating the four basic principles, because some 
comrades in our party are still poisoned by the ultraleftist ideology of 
Lin Biao and the gang of four. A few of them have even spread rumors and 
attacked a series of principles and policies exercised by the Central Com- 
mittee since the smashing of the gang of four, particularly since the third 
session of the party Central Committee, as being against Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong thought. We are also doing so because a few people have 
spread skepticism about the four basic principles and opposed these r:rinci- 
ples and because some comrades in our party, instead of acknowledgin;; the 
danger of this ideology, support it directly or indirectly. Though these 
people are few in number in our party, we can in no way neglect their role. 





Facts have shown that these people are not only in a position to do great 
harm to our cause but have already done so, Therefore, it is imperative 
for us to resolutely eliminate the poisonous influence of the gang of four, 
help those comrades who are still poisoned to see the danger and hit back 
at reactionary discourse aimed at slandering the party Central Committee. 
We must also spare no efforts to wage a resolute struggle against the 
skepticism about the four basic principles. These ideas are against 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong thought and hinder the development of the 
socialist modernization projects. We have launched a great many criticisms 
against the ultraleftist ideologies spread by Lin Biao and the gang of four 
(no doubt these ideologies also run counter to the four basic principles 
and oppose the principles only from "leftist" angle). We must not relax 
our work of continuing to criticize them. Now I am going to criticize 
these ideologies that are skeptical about the four basic principles or 
oppose these principles from a rightist angle. 


First, we must adhere to the socialist road. Currently some people are 
spreading some opinions, saying that socialism is no better than capitalism. 
These opinions must be refuted. 1) From various historical lessons exper- 
ienced over the past 60 years since the May 4th movement, the Chinese people 
have unshakably believed that only socialism can save China. Should China 
depart from socialism, it will inevitably turn back to semifeudalism and 
semicolonialism, The situation in China under the rule of Chiang Kai-shek 
and to some extent the situations when Lin Biao and the gang of four ran 
rampant have proven that the majority of the Chinese people resolutely 
oppose the resotration of capitaliem, 2) While it is true that China lags 
behind advanced capitalist countries in economy, technology and culture, 
this was not caused by the socialist system. It was basically caused 
historically by the fact that China was extremely backward prior to the 
socialist revolution, It is a result of imperialism and feudalism, Social- 
ism has made this gap much narrower, Although we have made some mistakes, 
we have made progress within 30 years that could only have been achieved 

by capitalist countries. It also developed rapidly in 1962 to 1966 and in 
1977 to 1978 (economic recoveries). As we have summed up experience and 
corrected mistakes, it is no doubt that the economy will grow more stably 
and persistently at a rate higher than any capitalist country. Of course 

it will be quite a long time before we are able to catch up with or gur- 
pass the average per capita levels. 3) Which system is good: That of 
socialist countries or of capitalist ones? Of course, the socialist 

system is good. [HK111510] ander certain conditions, a socialist country 
may make serious mistakes, even follow such a serious and tortuous course 

as Lin Biao and the gang of four did. This is not just due to objective 
reality but rather to the long-standing influence left over by the old 
society. This influence cannot be swept away in one morning. Some capital- 
ist countries with a long history of feudalism such as Britain, France, 
Germany, Japan and Italy also developed in repeated tortuous courses. 
(Britain and France experienced counterrevolutionary restorations while 
Germany, Japan and Italy were once under fascist rvie.) By relying on the 





socialist system, we used our own power and overcame Lin Biao and the gang 
of four in a relatively smooth way and rapidly made our country march along 
the road of stability and unity. The socialist economy belongs to the 
public. It produces in the insterests of the people. It brings no exploi- 
tation, Because of these features of the socialist system, our people have 
a common ideal politically, economically and socially and a common moral 
standard, The capitalist countries will never have such features. They 
cannot rid themselves of exploitation, plunder and economic crisis. They 
are not able to form a common ideal and morality and cannot get rid of 
various serious crimes, degenerction and disillusion, The history of 
capitalism dates back several hundred years. We must inherit and learn 
from the sciences, technology and experience developed and accumulated by 
the people of various countries under the capitalist system. Therefore we 
will also import advanced technologies from capitalist countries systematic- 
ally and selectively. But in no way must we learn from and import those 
things which are abominable and decadent, If an advanced capitalist coun- 
try can eliminate capitalism, its economy and culture will make even more 
progress. That is why all political power in capitalist countries that 

are seeking social progress are working hard toward studying and dissem- 
inating socialism and are carrying out their struggle to abolish all un- 
just and unreasonable phenonema and to realize a socialist revolution in 
capitalist society. We must introduce what is advanced in capitalist so- 
ciety to our people and our youth in particular and to criticize what is 
reactiouary and malicious. 


Secondly, we must persist in the dictatorship of the proletariat. We have 
done enormous work to publicize the dictatorship of the proletariat and 
explain to the people that the dictatorship means socialist democracy which 
is shared by the workers, peasants, intellectuals and other laboring 
people. It is the greatest democracy in history. Much remains to be done 
in practicing this democracy, and we have also made mistakes in practicing 
it. Lin Biao and the gang of four advocated the so-called all-round dic- 
tatorship and exercised feudal and fascist dictatorship over the people. 
We have now smashed this dictatorship. Their dictatorship not only had 
nothing in common with but was also against the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat. We have resolutely corrected the past mistakes, and a number of 
measures have been taken to broaden democracy within the party and the 
people. Without democracy there will be no socialism or socialist modern- 
ization, Of course, just Like modernization, democratization can only 
advance step by step. There is no doubt that democracy will develop along 
with socialism, But it does not mean that in developing socialist democ- 
racy we will not exercise the dictatorship of the proletariat over the 
influences that are antagonistic to socialism, We are opposed to broaden- 
ing the scope of class struggle. We deny that a bourgeoisie exists within 
the party, We also deny that after the exploiting classes and conditions 
for exploitation are eliminated in the socialist system, that a bourgeoisie 
and other exploiting classes will emerge. But we must understand that 
counterrevolutionaries, antagonistic elements, secret agents, all sorts of 
criminals and oti\ r bad elements still exist in socialist society. These 
elements are bent on spoiling the socialist order. Expioiting elements 





who are engaged in embezzlement and theft and speculation also exist. 

All these elements cannot be completely eliminated even after a long 
period. The struggle against them differs from the struggle between 
classes in past history (these elements can hardly form themselves into 

an open and complete class). However, the struggle against them is still 

a class struggle with a particular form, or it can be called a particular 
form of the remnant of class struggle in history under the socialist system, 
The dictatorship of the proletariat should be exercised over these elements 
who are against socialism, If we do not exercise the dictatorship, it will 
be impossible to bring about socialism, This struggle is an internal one 
as well as an international one. Both of which are inseparable from each 
other. ‘%..2refore, it is inconceivable that the state dictatorship will 
cease its function under the conditions where class struggle, imperialism 
and social-imperialism still exist. It is also inconceivable to abolish 
the regular army, security apparatus, courts of justice and prisons, Their 
existence is not contradictory to the democracy of the socialist state. 
Once they function correctly and effectively, they will insure, not hinder, 
the democratization of the state. In fact, without the dictatorship of 

the proletariat we will not be able to defend and build socialism, 


[HK111515] Thirdly, we must adhere to party leadership, Facts have proven 
ever since the emergence of the communist international movements that such 
movements will not be possible without the existence of the proletarian 
party. It has bec: proven even more clearly since the October revolution 
that without the !vadership of the Communist Party there will be no dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, no socialist revolution and no socialist construc- 
tion. Lenin said: "The dictatorship of the proletariat means a stubborn 
struggles against the influences and traditions of the old society. The 
struggles have been bloody and bloodless, violent and peaceful, military 
and economic and educational and political. Without a strong party that 
has grown in the struggles, without a party trusted by the whole people who 
are from the same class and who are loyal to it and without a party that 

is good at observing and influencing the zeal of the masses, it is impossi- 
ble to carry out these struggles smoothly." These words of Lenin are still 
effective. During the 60 years that followed the May 4th movement, there 
has been no other party in China as described by Lenin other than the 
Chinese Communist Party that has kept close contact with and mobilized the 
masses. Without the Chinese Communist Party there would have been no social- 
ist new China. The deeds of Lin Biao and the gang of four in turning back 
the wheel of history were resolutely opposed by the whole party and the 
whole nation because they departed from the party, the long-tested leader 
of the masses of the people that has formed flesh-and-blood relations with 
them, The party has generally raised its prestige among the people since 
the smashing of the gang of four, particularly since the third session of 
the party Central Committee. This is because the whole people have placed 
all their hopes and future on the leadership of the party. The year 1976 
witnessed a mass movement at Tienanmen Square when the masses were commemo- 
rating Comrade Zhou Enlai, Although this movement was not organized by 

the party it was in support of the party and against the gang of four. 








The revolutionary consciousness of the masses is inseparabie from the 
party's years of education, The major activists among the masses taking 
part in the movement were party members and youth league members. There- 
fore, we cannot regard the Tienanmen movement as a purely spontaneous 
movement like the May 4th movement, unrelated to the leadership of the 
party. Without the leadership of the party, who will organize the social- 
ist economy, politics, the military and culture? Who will organize the 
four modernizations of China? In China today, we can in no way praise 

the spontaneous movements without in fact praising the leadership of the 
party. Of course, the leadership of the party may be mistaken. Therefore, 
it merits conscientious consideration, and efforts must be made with re- 
gard to the question of how the party keeps close contacts with and effec-~- 
tively exercises its leadership over the masses. Our party has made many 
mistakes but all have been corrected by relying on itself. The party 
Central Committee today has persisted in developing democracy in the party 
and among the people and in resolutely correcting past mistakes. It is 
under this condition that the people will oppose any demand to weaken the 
leadership of the party, because this will lead to anarchism and to under- 
mining and destroying the cause of socialism. Lin Biao and the gang of 
four launched their revolution by kicking out the leadership of the party 
committee. It is clear to us all what sort of “revolution” it was. is it 
not also clear to all of us what sort of “democracy” we will get if it is 
exercised without the leadership of party committee? Although our economy 
was developing rapidly in 1966 after many years of readjustment, it was 
pushed down to the brink of collapse once Lin Biao and the gang of four 
launched their revolution. Following the economic rehabilitation in 1977 
and the economic readjustment that will be carried out soon, our economy is 
again developing rapidly wnder the leadership of the party Central Committee 
and the State Council, But if some people again carry out their revoluticm 
without the leadership of the party committees, our economy will undoubtedly 
be pushed down again to the brink of collapse and our four modernizaticas 
will be completely demolished. These words are sensational but they Lave 
been proven plentiful practice that that they are objective truth. 


Fourthly, we must adhere to Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong thought. A 
focus of our struggle against Lin Biao and the gang of four is that we 
opposed their fabricating, adulterating and splitting Marxism-Leninism and 
Mao Zedong thought. After the gang of four was smashed, the scientific 
essence of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong thought was resumed to become 
our guide to action. This was a great victory for the whole party and the 
whole people.... 


With regard to a few people in Beijing and the "Jiedong She" in Shanghai, 
Deng Xiaoping said: "If we let them continue, our cadres at various party 
and government organs will be interfered with and will not be able to carry 
out their work. Will there be any possibility then of considering the four 
modernizations? 


Although these events are only 2 few and are opposed by the majority of the 
people, they merit our serious attention. First, these people generally 





carry out their activities on the pretext of democracy. They then find it 
easy to confuse the public. Second, they make use of some social problems 
left over by those problems during the period of Lin Biao and the gang of 
four. They are thus in a position to easily hoodwink some people who do 
not understand that because of difficulties, the government cannot tempo- 
rarily solve their problems, [HK111520] Third, these people began to 
form clandestine and semiclandestine organizations. They have established 
ties throughout the country and colluded with political forces in Taiwan 
and abroad. Fourth, some of these people have formed organizations with 
some hooligans and followers of the gang of four to expand their influence. 
Fifth, some of them make use of the careless utterances of some comrades 
as their cover...." 


He said: "We must continue to emancipate our mind, resolutely develop 
democracy, mobilize all the positive factors and overcome ideological con- 
fusion among a few people, particularly those young people. 


We must explicitly explain what democracy is to the people, particularly 
young people. The socialist road, the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
party leadership, Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong thought, are all related 
to democracy. What kind of democracy do the Chinese people want today? 
What they want is socialist democracy or the people's democracy and not 
bourgeois individualist democracy. The democracy of the people cannot be 
separated from the democracy based on centralism. We are exercising demo- 
cratic centralism. That is to say we are exercising democracy on the 
basis of centralism and under centralized leadership. Democratic central- 
ism is an integrated part of the socialist system. Under the socialist 
system, individual interests must subordinate themselves to collective 
ones, interests of the parts to those of the whole temporary interests to 
long-term ones. This is what we call parts having to be subordinated to 
the whole or the minor principle subordinated to the major one. While we 
are upholding and exercising these principles, it does not mean that we 
are not paying attention to the interests of individuals, those of the 
parts or those which are temporary. It is only that under the socialist 
system, individual interests are unified with collective ones, partial 
inte~ests are unified with over-all ones and temporary interests with long- 
term ones.... If we are seeking partial interests or temporary ones while 
simultaneously violating over-all or ‘ong-term interests, then both inter- 
ests will suffer. In the final analysis, the relationship between democracy 
and centralism and between rights and obligations are mutual relationships 
of various interests manifested in politics and laws, It is because of 
this that Comrade Mao Zedong said that our goal is to create a political 
situation in which there is both centralism and democracy, discipline and 
freedom, and unity of will and personal ease of mind and liveliness. This 
is the political situation of socialist democracy, which we must strive to 
realize today and in the future, 


We have not disseminated and practiced democracy enough. Our system has 
not been perfected well enough. Therefore, we must continue to develop 
democracy. This is the unswerving long-term goal of our party. But in 








disseminating democracy we must draw a clear distinction between socialist 
and bourgeois democracy and between democracy for the people and dictator- 
ship over the enemy. We must integrate democracy with centralism, democ- 
racy with the legal system, democracy with discipline and democracy with 
the leadership of the party. 


If we are just prattling about democracy and if we depart from the above- 
mentioned four basic principles, ultrademocracy and anarchism will even- 
tually emerge. If this happens, the political situation of stability and 
unity and the four modernizations will be completely damaged. Then the 
10 years of our struggle against Lin Biao and the gang of four will have 
become just a waste of effort and China will sink again into chaos, dis- 
unity, retrogression and darkness, with the Chinese people losing all their 
hopes. It is not only the Chinese people and the people in the rest of 
the world who want China to become a powerful state, but also those who 
want to develop trade with China who are very much concerned with this 
question. 


I also want to talk about the habits and ways of doing things that are 
prevalent in our society. Our social conventions were healthy during a 
decade and more after the founding of new China because of the correct 
leadership of the party and government. Most of our youth who have grown 
up under the education of the party cherished lofty ideals, They ardently 
love the socialist motherland, actively respond to the call of the party 
and the government, defend the interests of the people and social order, 
abide by disciplines and are imbued with self-dedication, They are praised 
not only by the whole nation but also by the people of various countries. 
But over the past decade and more, Lin Biao and the gang of four made a 
mess of the functions of our party and government. Our social conventions 
were in disorder, a number of young people were affected and the good so- 
cialist conventions were seriously spoiled, Though this situation has been 
greatly improved since the gang of four was smashed, their influence can 

in no way be underestimated in many fields, This situation is utterly out 
of harmony with the nee! of our party in shifting its work focus. We ad- 
vocate that the Chinese people develop their normal contacts with the people 
of other countries because this is imperative for promoting understanding 
and friendship between them ard for importing foreign technology and capi- 
tal. These contacts will develop, [HK111525] But some unhealthy pheno- 
mena have appeared within some young people because of the lack of educa- 
tion and control. Some boys and girls envy capitalist countries. Some 

do not pay attention to personal dignity and the dignity of the country 
when they are in contact with foreigners. We must pay attention to this 
situation. We must educate our younger generation well and take various 
effective measures. We must improve social conventions and hit hard at 
those phenomena which are seriously hampering the conventions, 





To develop social conventions we must first improve the party's work style, 
with leading comrades at various levels of party organizations in particular 
having to set examples with their own conduct. The party is the example 
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for the whole society as leading comrades at various levels of party 
organizations are for the whole party. If party organizations do not care 
about the opinions and interests of the people, how can we demand the masses 
to trust and defend the leadership of the organizations? How can leading 
party cadres lead the masses in improving social conventions if they are 

not strict with themselves, do not observe party discipli.e and state laws, 
violate party principles by entering through the “back door," refuse the 
supervision of the masses and even take revenge against those who criticize 
them: It is vital significance at this turning point of history to strength- 
en the leadership of the party and correct the party's work style because 
we are facing piles of problems and so much work awaits us. Comrade Mao 
Zedong said: "The whole people will learn from our party only if the party 
has an upright and correct work style. Those outside the party with bad 
habits and bad ways of doing things will influence the whole nation." It 

is only by promoting the party work style can we improve social conventions 
and adhere to the four basic principles. 


If what I have just said not in line with the spirit of the third session 
of the party Central Committee? These things are all in accordance with 
this spirit. What I have said are all the measures taken to implement 

the various principles and policies passed by the party Central Committee. 
I repeat again that if we do not, take these measures, all the principles 
and policies will not materialize, and all major work we are shifting, 

the construction of the four modéernizations and the development of demo- 
cratic life within and outside the party will not materialize in any way. 
Some called these principles and policies of the central authorities "re- 
straints" and said that the central authorities had changed their policy 
about developing democracy. All these allegations are wrong. It is only 
by persisting in the four basic principles that have always been followed 
by our party and by overcoming bad tendencies that hinder the materializa- 
tion of the spirit of the third session of the party Central Committee that 
we can stride victoriously along the road leading to our goal. 


IIIl, The Task of Ideological and Theoretical Work 


So many questions have been raised at the theoretical discussion of the 
central authorities, provinces, municipulities and autonomous regions that 
I cannot answer them one by one. Here I will just deal with two questions 
regarding ideological and theoretical work. But because I am not fully 
familiar with the situations, particularly those in localities, it is for 
all of you comrades to decide whether what I say is proper. 


1. Some demands on current ideological and theoretical work, 


Marxist ideological and theoretical work cannot depart from political reality. 
What I mean by politics here is the whole situation of class struggles in our 
country and abroad, the advantages and disadvantages of the struggles of the 
Chinese and other peoples in the world. In no way can we become Marxist 
ideological theorists if we depart from the whole political situation, if 





we do not study this situation or do not estimate the development of revo- 
lutionary struggles. If so, what was the significance for us to have spent 
more than 6 months last year discussing the question that practice is the 
sole criterion for testing truth? Scientific socialism develops in the 
course of struggle and so it is with the situation of Marxism-Leninism and 
Mao Zedong thought. Of course, we cannot slip back from scientific to 
utopian socialism and we must not let Marxism remain at the same level of 
100 years ago on some theoretical points. That is why we often say that in 
emancipating ideology we must adhere to the basic principles of Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong thought, enrich these principles and use them in 
solving new problems. 


We have talked about the realization of Chinese-style modernization. If, 
in our study on the practice of the four modernizations, we find new situa- 
tions and new problems and find the answers significant ir solving these 
problems, then our ideological and theoretical workers will not only have 
made a great contribution to Marxism but will also have truly held high 
Mao Zedong thought. But of course, it does not mean that it is not neces- 
sary to thoroughly study ideological and theoretical questions that have 
no direct relationhip with the realization of the four modernizations, 
[HK111530] In the study of philosophy and social science, as in the study 
of natural sciences, we must not neglect the study of basic theory. The 
study of basic theories is a must for ideological and theoretical workers 
if they are to make great progress. 


In the second part of my speech, I have talked about the four basic prin- 
ciples for the realization of the four modernizations and I have said that 
these principles are not new to us, But under the present new situation, 
they are of new significance and must be enriched by new and convincing 
theoretical evidence derived from the newly emerged and rich realities. 

It is only in this way that we can educate the whole people, youth, workers 
and commanders and fighters of the PLA an“ convince those who are seeking 
truth from China, This is a very arduos task both politically and theo- 
retically, It is a scientific job that car only be fulfilled by lofty 
creativity of revolutionary ideologists; it cannot be fulfilled by copying 
and reversing texts from old books, 


Because of disturban es of Lin Biao and the gang of four that lasted for 
10 years, the ideological front has been plagued for quite a long time by 
various nonsense. As a result, many people no longer have confidence in 
teachers and those cadres who are engaged in political education. Polit- 
ical workers should be responsible for these mis*akes. It is not only 
some comrades, but also many parents of students and veteran workers and 
fighters are annoyed with this situation. This situation also provides a 
chance for a few antagonistic elements to stir up trouble, Our comrades 
in the ideological and theoretical front must organize their strength as 
eoon as possible anddrawup plans to compile and publish a number of good 
theoretical books, reading books, text books and other books with new 
contents, new language and new ideology to fill in this gap. I suggest 

















that this work be carried out under the direction of the Ministry of Propa- 
ganda of the party Central Committee. I also suggest that awards be given 
by the party and state to those works which are proven really good through 
judgments so that due merits are given to this job which seems simple but 
is really difficult. 


To realize the four modernizations is a complicated and arduous task with 
many aspects. Therefore, ideological and theoretical workers must not 
confine this work to just discussing some of the basic principles of the 
four modernizations. We are facing a great number of economic and ideo- 
logical problems, including basic theory and the theories of industry, 
agriculture, commerce and management. Lenin called for more talk on eco- 
nomics and less on politics. But I want to talk about reality. What 
Lenin said is still suitable to today's situations. I do not mean that 
there are no political problems. The study of politics, laws, sociology 
and world politics has been neglected for many years. It must be made up 
soon. In short, the majority of ideological and theoretical workers must 
study more than one profession. When conditions permit, they must also 
study foreign languages so they will have no difficulty in reading impor- 
tant foreign books on social sciences. We have admitted that we lag behind 
others in the study of natural sciences. We must also now admit that we 
lag behind in social sciences (an aspect that can be compared). Our stan- 
dards are so low that we do not even have statistics for many years running. 
These situations no doubt bring great difficulties in carrying our conscien- 
tious scientific study. Therefore, our ideological and theoretical workers 
must be resolute in catching up with, studying their profession and reality 
and carrying ovt investigations profoundly so they can grasp the situa- 
tions, They must be aware of empty talk, The four modernizations cannot 
be realized by empty talk. Our ideological and theoretical workers must 
get rid of all shortcomings such as self-exaltation and complacency and 
conservatism mentioned by Comrade Mao Zedong. We can overcome backward- 
ness if only we admit its existence. It must be pointed out that this 
backwardness is caused by incorrect leadership, too many prohibitions and 

a lack of concern and support from the party Central Committee and party 
committees at various levels. On behalf of the party Central Committee I 
here make self-criticism for these shortcomings. From now on, all the 
party leadership, from the party Central Committee down to party committees 
at various levels, must great ideological and theoretical work as important 
and use the result of the study correctly.... Our party is a great Marxist 
party. How can we do a good job if we do not pay attention to the study of 
Marxism or do not pay attention to combining the study of Marxist theory 
with reality? What we call raising aloft the banner of Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong thought would then be nothing but empty words. 


2. My views on some theoretical questions, 
A number of questions have been raised during the discussion by theoretical 


workers over the past few months. Further study is needed on many questions. 
Now I just express my views on some relatively urgent questions. 








A. The basic contradictions in socialist society and the principal con- 
tradictions during the preser* period. it is better to expound the basic 
contradictions according to C. arade Mao Zedong's explanation in his article 
"On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People." [HK111535] 
He said: “The basic contradictions in socialist society is still that 
between the relations of production and productive forces and between the 
superstructure and economic base." He spoke a lot about this question, 
and it is not necessary for me to repeat it. Of course, we cannot in any 
way solve all basic contradictions by merely pointing out what they are. 
We must further and concretely study them, Anyway, experience over the 
past 20 years and more has shown that Comrade Mao Zedong's explanations 
on these contradictions are more proper than others. The principal con- 
tradictions are those major problems and key tasks which the whole party 
and the whole naion have to solve during cue pres: nt period.... 


B. Class struggles in socialist society. 1 have talked about this ques- 
tion when I have talked about the dictatorship of the proletariat. Class 
struggle is an objective reality and should not be reduced or exaggerated. 
Facts have shown that once we reduce or exaggerate class struggle, we make 
serious mistakes. With regard to the question whether certain class strug- 
gles exist through the whole historical period of socialist society is a 
difficult question concerning theories and complicated practices, This 
question cannot in any way be solved just by re!ving on the use of quota- 
tions irom the books of predecessors. You may all continue to study this 
question. in short, present and future class struggles in the socialist 
society will apparently differ from those in the class society in the past. 
This is also an objective reality that cannot be denied. If we deny this 
reality, we may also make serious mistakes. 


C. Continuing the revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
According to the explanation of this theory when it was put forth, it 
referred to the so-called "seizure of power from capitalist roaders," That 
is to say, carry out the revolution, do away with party committees and 
overthrow all. This theory has been proven wrong. We can continue to 
make new explanations on this theory within the party. 


D. Can we discuss some formulations on the questions regarding the line of 
the Llth party congress? The congress of the party is like the revolution 
of the party that it is tested in practice. This is the principle that 
Comrade Mao Zedong repeated many times. We cannot say that once a forme- 
lation is passed by the party congress that we cannot discuss it again 
even if the discussion is correct. Otherwise, how can a new congress put 
forth new formulations? Before the next congress begins, the party Central 
Committee often amends some resolutions of the previous congress according 
to changes in reality. The line formulated by the llth party congress has 
been proven correct in practice over the past year and more. But because 
of changes in reality and in understanding this reality, some resolutions 
of the llth party congress were amended in follow-up sessions of the party 











central committee, particularly in the 3d session. Such appropriate amend- 
ments will also be made in the future. This is only natural, But accord- 
ing to the ciscipline of the party, all discussions on some formulatio)s 
regarding the line of the llth party congress must be conducted in party 
meetings. They must not be carried out beyond this sphere. Of course, 
there is an exception if the discussion is centered on questions that have 
been formally approved by the party Central Committee. 


In short, in studying and discussing theoretical and ideological questions 
we must adhere to the principle of “letting a hundred flowers blossom and 

a hundred schools of thought contend." We must adhere to the principle of 
the "three no's." That is no seizing hold of mistakes and shortcomings, 

no labels and no big sticks. We must adhere to the principle of emanci- 
pating ideas and breaking down fetishes and supersititions and of proceeding 
from reality. All these principles were adopted by the third session of 

the party Central Committee. I am just repeating these principles. We 

must in no way waver toward these principles. 


Comrades, the present period is a major turning point in the history of our 
party and our country. Under the leadership of our party, the whole pople 
have victoriously overcome all obstacles created by the gang of four “nd 
turned our turbulent country into one of order and rapid progress. The 
great prospects for realizing the four modernizations have become a great 
inspiration and encouragement for and are leading the whole party, the 
whole army and the whole people of various nationalities. The task of 
ideological and theoretical workers is particularly great in this period. 
The ranks of our party's ideological and theoretical workers have made 
great achievements since the gang of four were smashed and since the third 
session of the party Central Committee. To underestimate these achieve- 
ments is wrong. Inspired by the prospects of the four modernizations, the 
broad masses of cadres and people are vying with each other to contribute 
to this bright future. Since situations are developing rapidly, we must 
also quicken our work. I hope that this important meeting will help all 

of us raise our understanding toward these situations, our tasks and the 
principle and policies of the party. I also hope this meeting will make 
all ideological and theoretical workers unite even more closely around the 
party Central Committee headed by Comrade Hua Guofeng and, through the 
achievements you have made, also unite the whole country around the Chinese 
Communist Party. Let us work with one heart and one minc, resolutely im- 
plement the principles adopted by the third session of the party Central 
Committee, realize the shifting of the key work of the party, overcome all 
difticulties and strive for the great victory of realizing the four modern- 
izations!

‘GUANGMING' COVERS SEMINAR ON CRITICISM OF FEUDALISM

|Report on academic seminar held jointly by Historicai Research Institute 
of Chinese Academy of Social Sciences, Editorial Department of "Zhongguo 
Shi Yanjiu" [Study of Chinese History] and Theoretical Department of GUANG- 
MIN RIBAO: '‘'Profoundly Criticize Feudalism, Thoroughly Eliminate the 
Pernicious Feudal influence--Summary of an Academic Seminar of the Criti- 
cism of Feudalism"] 


[Excerpts] Editor's note: The period of Chinese fuedal society was very 
long with the roots of feudalism deep-seated. Although we destroyed the 
economic base of the feudal society in the democratic revolution and 
criticized feudalism, our efforts were not very thorough. During the so- 
cialist revolution we criticized capitalism, which was necessary, but we 
were not always armed with Marxism, In criticizing capitalism, we simul- 
taneously criticized feudalism. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were 
wreaking havoc, they even criticized "capitalism" with feudalism and actu- 
ally protected feudalism. Up to now, feudalism is still affecting our 
political life. Just as Comrade Hua Guofeng in his "Report on the Work 

of the Government" delivered at the second session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress pointed out: "It should be admitted, however, that our 
country has a long feudal tradition and is relatively backward economically 
and culturally and that in the past we did not do enough to appropriately 
pubiicize and practice democracy. Moreover, there are defects in our rules 
and regulations. In these circumstances autocracy, bureaucracy, love of 
privilege, the patriarchal style of work and anarchism are apt to spread." 
This is an issue we must attach importance to, If we do not thoroughly 
criticize feudalism and destroy this ideology built on the economic founda- 
tion of small-scale production, it will be impossible to bring socialist 
democracy into play or develop large-scale production, and the progress of 
the four modernizations will be directly affected. At present, we must 
conscientiously criticize feudalism, feudal despotism in particular, to 
speed up the tempo of the four modernizations, 


With this object in mind, the Historical Research Institute of the Chinese 
Academy of Sciences, the Editorial Department of "Zhongguo Shi Yanjiu" and 
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the Theoretical Department of GUANGMING RIBAO recently held an “Academic 
Seminar Criticizing Feudalism," It was attended by more than 30 histor- 
ians from such units as the Beijiug University, the Chinese People's 
University, the Beijing Normal University, the Beijing Normal College, 
the Beijing Institute of Education, the Museum of Chinese History, the 
Wenwu Publishing House, the China Book Store, the Editorial Department 

of “Natural Dialectics," the Contemporary History Research Institute, the 
Historical Research Institute and the Theoretical Department of GUANGMING 
RIBAO,. The comrades attending the seminar freely expressed their views 
and enthusiastically discussed the criticism of feudalism. We hope thet 
this seminar will provide an impetus to the study of Chinese feudal so- 
ciety and the criticism of feudalism, [End editor's note] 


I, To Criticize Feudalism, We Must First Criticize Feudal Autocracy 


Many of the comrades at the seminar said that China had become a unified 
country with centralized fuedal autocracy after the Qin and Han dynasties. 
The emperor had supreme power, and "all affairs of the land were determined 
by him." "His word was law" and “his command an imperial edict." People 
could only submit to and never defy the decree of the emperor; otherwise, 
it would be “treason and heresy."" The country became his private property 
of "I am the state."' The emperor had the right to confer titles, ranks, 
property and all kinds of privileges on anyone and could use "groundless 
excuses to put people to death. The absolute power of feudal autocracy 
over the past 2,000 and more years has left a deep mark on China's social 
life. To criticize feudalism, we must first criticize feudal autocracy. 





While affirming the positive role of centralized feudal autocracy in uni- 
fying our multi-nationalities nation, Zheng Changgan [6774 2490 3227], Tang 
Zangong [0781 6363 0501] and Wang Hongjun [3769 3163 6874] also pointed out 
its negative and reactionary role and its increasingly harmful effect 
especially toward the latter period of feudal society. It could be said 
that it was effective for a time but it left no end of trouble for the 
future. Tian Yuqing [3944 0151 1987] held that without autocracy, the 
unification of the country could not have been consolidated. But because 
of its cruelty and reaction, it stirred up numerous large-scale peasant 
uprisings. For the sake of merely correcting the abuse of dictatorial 
authority by an emperor and making a bit of social progress, the price of 
hundreds of thousands or millions of hman lives had to be paid. This was 
very tragic. Therefore, the early period of feudal autocracy should also 
not be unduly affirmed. 


[HKO81608] The comrades at the seminar pointed out that cultural despo- 
tism is an important part of feudal despotism, A speech entitled "From 
the Burning of Books and Burying of Scholars Alive to Respecting Scholar- 
ship Only," Zhang Lie [1728 3525] carried out an analysis on the cultural 
dictatorship of the emperor of Qin and the Emperor Wuti of Han. He held 
that feudal unity, a feudal autocratic system of government and cultural 
autocracy are an interrelated and inseparable trinity. From the day the 











centralized government was set up, the landlord class adopted cultural 
autocracy to safeguard this autocratic system of government. At the same 
time, to uphold political unity, the feudal rulers had to also concentrate 
the idea of domination in a single person and carry out cultural autocracy. 
Cultural autocracy is essentially ideological autocracy. He said that 

from the burning of books and burying of scholars alive to respecting 
scholarship is an inevitable trend of history, a summing up of the lesson 
of experience by the feudal rulers and a change from absolute tyranny to 

a slight awakening of the senses. The relationship between the two is the 
taking over and developing of the former by the latter. 


Wang Sizhi [3769 1835 3112], Jin Chengji [6855 0252 1051] and Wu Tai 

[0702 3141] paid special attention to the analysis of an important mani- 
festation of feudal despotism in the realm of ideology--the concept of 
loyalty to the sovereign. They pointed out that under feudal despotism, 
the relationship between the sovereign and the ministers was actually one 
between the "master" and the "slaves," "loyalty to the sovereign" was pro- 
claimed by the landlord class as the “ultimate principle" based on the 
“heavenly principle" and absolute obedience to the dictates of the sover- 
eign was advocated, Therefore "if the sovereign wants the minister to die, 
then not to do so is disloyal." People could only sing praises of the 
merits and virtues of the sovereign but could not say anything bad about 
him. Under this condition, flattery and sycophancy became the rage, and 
no one could correct the ruthless and tyrannical behavior of the sovereign. 
Some outstanding personalities with accomplishments in history had their 
hands tied because of this thinking of "loyalty to the sovereign" and in- 
variably ended tragically. Moreover, some careerists and conspirators 

had used the thinking of “loyalty to the sovereign" as a desired magic 
formula for tricking people into trusting them and for usurping power. 


[l. Corrupt Bureaucratic Politics Is the Inevitable Product and the 
Cancer of Feudal Autocracy 


in a speech entitled "A Look at Feudal Bureaucratic Politics From the 
Civil Administration of Early Qing," Wang Sizhi and Jin Chengji pointed 
out that the Chinese feudal ruling class had cominated and controlled the 
people of the whole country by means of layers of a pagoda-type bureau- 
cratic structure. The corruption of the civil administration throughout 
the ages was the inevitable product and the cancer of feudal autocracy. 
it was an incurable disease. The strict stratification, acceptance of 
ribes to pervert justice, payment of money for public action, following 
the beaten path and corruption and incompetence were the outstanding 
characteristics of feudal bureaucratic politics. This kind of corrupt 
bureaucratic politics not only had an enormous negative impact on China's 
economic development and social progress in history, but it was also often 
the contributing source of social disorders. 


In view of the fact that the corruption of the civil administration was one 
of the reasons for the destructic: of the Ming dynasty, therefore the rulers 
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of early Qing after the conquest of China paid a great deal of attention 

to the reorganization of the civil administration in order to consolidate 
their rule. However, through the civil administration of early Qing after 
the keen attempt of the feudal rulers to put it in order, we can still see 
the malpractice of feudal bureaucratic politics, The moment the bureau- 
crats of all ranks of the early Qing obtained high position and a handsome 
salary, they began to seek only leisure and convenience, become infatuated 
with creature comforts and behave as overlords. They shifted responsibil- 
ity on matters to others and did not have the slightest administrative 
efficiency. The Qing dynasty had set up six departments "in charge of 
general administration," but they "passed the buck and shirked responsi- 
bility." As a result, there was a flood of official correspondence and a 
plague of documents and work was slow. Things the upper levels instructed 
be done were "put off for months and years without reports being made." 

In dealing with the upper levels, the lower levels would "seek instructions 
on everything and submit a great variety of memorials." 


In the final analysis, the malpractice of the feudal bureaucratic structure 
was the concentrated manifestation of the corrupt, decrepit and rapacious 
class nature of the landlord class. However, the feudal political system 
was also an important reason for such malpractices. The existence of an 
absolute sovereignty and feudal "master and slave" relationship invariably 
caused all ministers regardless of station to only carry out work according 
to the “imperial will.” In official circles, it meant carrying out work 
according to classes and authority and the expression of the superior's 
face. The highest principle the bureaucrats believed in steadfastly was 
anything to please the superior. "Kowtow more and speak less" became the 
secret of success for officials. The criterion for an official's appoint- 
ment and dismissal and for his removal and advancement was based on the 
likes and dislikes of the emperor and the superior. Appointment naturally 
depended on favoritism. The moment some bureaucrats found favor in the 
eyes of the emperor they immediately became unbridled and absolutely law- 
less. Such were the characteristics of feudal bureaucrats. 


[HKO81616] III. Feudal Class System and Feudal Privileges are the Charac- 
teristics of Feudalism 


In the long feudal society of China, there was a!lways a vivid class system 
and extensive feudal privileges which constituted the important character- 
istics of fevdalism. In his speech, Zheng Changgan made an analysis of the 
general condition and interrelations of class system and privileges through- 
out the ages, pointing out that their germination took place in the period 
of the patriarchal system and that the tradition was taken over and expanded 
by the feudal landlord class. Following the changes of feudal dynasties, 
new nobilities superseded old ones and new bureaucratic groups replaced old 
ones. However, feudal classes and privileges still existed. He also 

listed examples in various aspects of social life to illustrate the close 
connection between privileges and classes. The higher the classes the 
greater would be the privileges. Political privileges guaranteed economic 








privileges, and greater power would result with greater wealth. Therefore, 
winning promotions meant getting rich, for "with power one can have every- 
thing." 


In a speech entitled "Criticism of Feudal Privileges," Bai Gang [4101 6921] 
presented his own observation on such problems as the characteristics and 
social foundation of feudal privileges and the relationship between feudal 
privileges and the struggle of opposites and the struggle of classes within 
the ruling groups. He held that feudal privileges possessed the following 
characteristics. 1) Their class nature. In feudal society, the power of 
the emperor was hereditary, and government officials of all ranks and grades 
enjoyed political and economic privileges in varying degree according to 
their station. Following the practice of "conferment of official rank on 

a minister's son as a mark of favor," when a person became an official his 
children and relatives could all become officials. Any noble or official 
who committed a crime could enjoy the privilege of remission, dispensation, 
redemption or demotion for the crime. 2) Their gain and loss and rise and 
fall of privileges were invariably tied to the fortunes of politics, 

"Every sovereign brings his own courtiers."" This was the standard principle 
followed by emperors in the past. When the ruler of a new dynasty ascended 
the throne, his relatives, friends, attendants and advisors all rose with 
him to become new privileged people. 3) Their parasitic and ruthless 
nature. The feudal privileged groups in history, regardless whether they 
were emperors, princes and nobles or officials, retired officials and 
gentry were without exception all parasites. They were extremely cruel in 
the exploitation and oppression of the laboring people, with their privi- 
leges outside the law being even more barbaric and brutal. 4) Their all- 
pervasiveness and decadence. All privileged groups in history are shame- 
less, disolute and extremely decadent. 


IV. Why the Long Continuity of the Chinese Feudal Society? 


The Chinese feudal society continued for more than 2,000 years. What 
actually was the reason for this? The comrades warmly discussed this 
problem at the seminar. 


Many comrades pointed out that although there were many reasons such as 
geographical conditions, national considerations and external factors 
affecting the slow progress of Chinese feudal society, the basic reason 
must still be found from the internal structure of Chinese feudal society. 
Tian Yuqing pointed out that the use of the ruthless exploitation and op- 
pression of the peasants by the landlord class could not explain the pro- 
tracted nature of the Chinese feudal society, because there is no such 
thing as a feudal landlord class which did not ruthlessly exploit and 
oppress the people. Moreover, judging from world history, the poverty 

and bankruptcy of the peasants also explained the separation of the workers 
and the means of production from each other. Under given social and tech- 
nical conditions, they precisely became one of the conditions for primitive

capitalist accumulation, for they supplied "voluntary" labor to the 
capitalists, He compared the two major ocean voyages of Zheng He and 
Columbus and pointed out the entirely different nature between them, 
Columbus made an agreement with the king of Spain as a free man and 
gathered a group of adventurers in search of wealth and fortune. Zheng 
He was a slave in the service of the emperor and he was acting on instruc- 
tions when he led the army of the state to advertise the "might of the 
empire.'' This determined the completely different outcomes of these two 
ocean voyages. 


Ning Ke [1380 0668] in his speech said: To be sure, feudal despotism 
played the role of seriously hampering the germination and growth of 
capitalism, but if we go on to ask “why did Chinese feudal autocracy play 
this kind of role?", the scope of our examination of the problem cannot 
dwell on the final period of feudal society, but must look further afield. 
This involves many old problems such as the Asian type of production and 
the individual small peasant economy which combined agriculture and family 
handicraft industry. He made a comparison of the level of agriculture 

in Chinese feudal society with that of Europe in the middle ages and pointed 
out that although Chinese agriculture had long ago wnderstood intensive 
cultivation and its per unit yield was much higher than Europe's, its labor 
productivity was not as good as Europe's. The fact that the amount of land 
cultivated by the peasants of Europe in the middle ages was greater than 
that cultivated by the Chinese peasants had a great deal to do with this. 


{HKO81624] V. The Basic Reason and Lesson Behind China Falling Behind 
the West in the Ming and Qing Periods 


The comrades at the seminar helJ that feudal autocracy destroyed the gernm- 
ination and development of capitalism in China. In a speech entitled 
"Three Centuries of China From the Advanced to the Backward--Feudal Autoc- 
racy Hampered the Germination and Development of Capitalism,'' Wang Hongjun 
pointed out: Prior to the 16th century, China was still a great advanced 
nation in the world, A comparison of historical developments in China and 
the West from the early 16th century to the early 19th century will show 
that these 300 years were crucial in China's decline from advanced to back- 
ward. Following the appearance of new markets and the ever increasing de- 
mand for goods in the 16c.i century, the handicraft method of operation of 
the West European feudal society was broken through, ushering in the era 

of workshop handicraft industry and opening up a new page in the history 
of contemporary life. However, because of the suppression and destruction 
of feudal despotism in the Chinese Ming and Qing periods, the germination 
and development of capitalism was very slow. The direct hampering of the 
germination of capitalism by feudal autocracy in the Ming and Qing periods 
was mainly manifested in commerce, handicraft manufacture and overseas 
trade. They held that after the founding of the Ming dynasty, emphasis 

was laid on the traditional policy of "attaching importance to the funda- 
mental and inhibiting the incidental." "Attaching importance to the funda- 
mentai'’ did not mean attaching importance to the development of agriculture 





but doing everything to upheld the feudal exploitation system and the ex- 
ploiting and bleeding of the peasants. "Inhibiting the incidental" meant 
suppressing and attacking commodity and economic development. From the 
history of Europe, the development of foreign trade could expand the for- 
cign markets of commodities, speed up the development of handicraft manu- 
facture and stimulate the growth of germinations of this kind. However, 
tue Ming dynasty instead imposed a strict “ban on maritime trade." When 
4 twin masted vessel was discovered in the water, they would seize and de- 
tain it. Because of the plunder and destruction of commerce, handicraft 
manufacturing and overseas trade by the feudal autocracy of the Ming 
dynasty, the development of commercial capital and conversion of handi- 
craft manufacturing capital were seriously suppressed. In addition, the 
weakened handicraft industry could not quickly accumulate capital on a 
big scale. This is exactly how the germination of capitalism in China 
was completely destroyed. 


In a speech entitled “Feudalism and the Fate of Ancient Chinese Science and 
Technology," Chen Shaodi [7115 4801 2769] and Guo Zhengzhou [3753 2973 
1813] paid special attention to the analysis of the cause of the fall of 
Chinese science and technology from the advanced to the backward. They 
held that because of the stupidity and reaction of the ruling class of the 
Ming and Qing dynasties, many discoveries, inventions and scientific 
achievements could not be popularized and raised to a higher level. For 
example the "Compendium of Materia Medica" which Li Shizhen devoted 17 
years of diligent labor to compile was not even published at the time of 
his death. It was only published privately 3 years after his death. The 
ridiculous prejudice shown by the rulers of the Qing dynasty toward acu- 
puncture and other new discoveries was in sharp contrast to the attitude 
of many monarchs of the West of the same period. The renaissance and en- 
lightenment of the West was viewed as bringing about the prosperity of 
science whereas the cultural despotism of the Ming and Qing dynasties in 
China was seen as resulting in the decline of science, 


VI. How To Deal With the Thinking of Egalitarianism and Equality of the 
Peasants in Feudal Society 


In the course of the peasant uprisings in China's feudal society, the call 
had been the slogan of egalitarianism, The seminar comrades expressed 
their views on how the significance and role of this slogan should be 
evaluated, 


In a paper entitled "Peasant War and Feudalism," Wang Hongzhi held that 
since the slogan of ega)itarianism was most revolutionary at the time and 
had also played a certain role in the cours of the peasant opposition to 
feudal exploitation ani op, ression, it nevertheless was a product of a 
small-scale peasant economy. A feudal small-scale peasant economy was not 
an independent economic formation but was attached to the landlord economy 
and therefore could not go beyond the category of feudal ; moreover, it 
could not enable the peasants to completely break away from exploitation 





and poverty. Therefore, judging from its actual content, egalitarianism 
as a slogan did not break away from the essence of the feudal system, 

The peasants desired to partition the land and property of the landlords 
but did not epprove of dividing it up as public property. The peasant 
leaders who put forward the slogan of egalitarianism and equality were the 
first to abandon this slogan. Persisting in egalitarianism and equality 
would mean giving up the position of emperor, general and prime minister 
and the property these peasant leaders had already won. 


Li Cuihai [2621 2710 3189] made a speech entitled""The Peasant Thinking of 
Egalitarianism Was Not whe Most Effective Ideological Weapon Agairst 
Feudalism.” He held that there was a dual character to the ideological 
weapon used by the peasants against feudalism, On the one hand, it opposed 
the inequity of feudalism; on the other, it again upheld the system of 
private ownership which brought about such inequity. Although the slogan 
of egalitarian‘sm had played the positive roles of arousing and organizing 
the peasants, consolidating the revolutionary ranks, developing revolu- 
tionary areas and exposing and critizing feudalism in the peasant's strug- 
gle against feudalism, this thinking of egalitarianism in actual struggle 
as determined by the economic position of the peasants themselves developed 
considerable signs of Limitation and lack of thoroughness both economically 
and politically, and led to a series of mistakes and defeats in the peasant 
war. This was one of the reasons which brought about the tragic outcome 
of the peasant revolution. In short, egalitarianism could not triumph 
over feudalism and also could not be the most powerful and effective ideo- 
logical weapon for criticizing feudalism, 


[HKO81632} VII. The Important Immediate Significance of Criticizing 
Feudalism 


The comrades at the seminar agreed that the influence of feudalism far- 
reaching in China and the criticism of feudalism is not only an important 
academic question but also a question of important immediate significance, 


Jin Chongji in his speech paid special attention to the analysis of the 
Chinese bourgeoisie in opposing feudal autocracy., He pointed out that 
the French revolution was more thorough in opposing feudalism, Moreover, 
because of the sharp national contradictions in modern China, the task of 
opposing feudalism had all along been placed in a subordinate position. 
Sun Yatsen lived for a long time outside China and was less affected by 
feudal thinking. However, such people as Zhang Taiyan and Huang Xing had 
very deep impressions of feudalism, Huang Xing had many good points, but 
he was also more influenced by feudal thinking. When he was left in 
charge of Nanjing he sent a circular telegram declaring his position on 
feudal ethics. At the beginning Sun Yatsen had a rich democratic flavor, 
but because he felt that many of the Tongmenghui members and Kuomintang 
members would not pay attention to his orders, he wanted the party members 
to take an oath of absolute obedience to him when he organized the Chinese 
revolutionary party. This was the same old stuff of feudal secret guilds. 





Jin Chongji pointed out that national contradictions were still very 
prominent after the founding of our party. The "Second Congress" of the 

CCP Central Commictee put forth the task of opposing imperialism and 
feudalica, but the content of opposing feudalism was mainly for the over- 
throw of warlords. The tune of the northern expedition was also for the 
overthrow of the big powers and elimination of the warlords." The ques- 
tion of criticizing feudalism had still not been raised to the position it 
deserved, Today, we must conscientiously develop the criticism of feudalism, 
for this is a task left to us by history. 


In “the stench and poison spread by the corpse of feudalism," Zheng Changgan 
said that regardless of whether in the economic base, political system, 
social relations, ideology, force of hahit or custom and etiquette, feudal- 
ism occupied the superior or dominant position in semifeudal and semi- 
colonial old China. After liberation, the people's government abolished 
the feudal ownership of land and also exercised dictatorship over the land- 
lords. However, this corpse of feudalism was not nailed in a coffin and 
buried. For 30 years, we have continued to criticize the bouregoisie and 
bourgeois thinking. This has been necessary, but we have never systematic- 
ally and effectively criticized feudalism. This corpse of feudalism over- 
looked by the people, under certain climatic conditions, will rot and give 
off its poison, The winds stirred up by Lin Bia» and the "gang of four" 
have caused the germs to spread and poison even more people, 


Many of the comrades saic that in our social life today there are still 
such influences of feudalism as autocracy, bureaucratism, love of privi- 
lege, shortcuts and violation of law which we cannot afford to overlook. 


On the question of world outlook, Zhao Guangxian [5392 0342 6343] asked 

if there could be a feudal landlord class apart from the proletariat and 
the bourgeoisie. He held that we must thoroughly criticize feudalism be- 
fore there can be a guarantee for democracy and law and for not delaying 
the four modernizations, Tang Shangong said: The criticism of feudalism 
is a great missed lesson to make up in carrying out the four modernizations. 


Many of the comrades at the seminar finally talked about the necessity of 
conscientiously criticizing imperialism, saying that this kind of criticism 
must be combined with investigation and study. In the final analysis, 

the elimination of the remnants of feudalism depends on the high degree of 
development of social productive forces and the improvement of the scien- 
tific and cultural level of the whole nation. In a country in which 
small-scale production still predominates, it will be impossible to elim- 
inate the remnants and influence of feudalism, Therefore, we must reassure 
and safeguard the situation of unity and stability, work with one heart and 
mind in carrying out the four modernizations under the leadership of the 
CCP Central Conwittee and do a thoro.gh job In burying the remnants of 
feudalism in the new long march toward the four modernizations,

STRUGGLE AGAINST VESTIGES OF FEUDALISM URGED

[Text] Are there any vestiges of feudalism in the China of today? After 
fumerous practical lessons, most notably the alarming performance of Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four," there is no doubt that an affirmative reply can be 
given to this question. Then, in wnat forms do feudal vestiges manifest 
themselves? How can they survive and how are they able to flourish? Why, 
after a great revolution that fundamentally transformed the old Chiia, must 
we still struggle arduously to complete thoroughly the eradication of feudal 
vestiges? What is the connection between thie task and the overall task 

of bringing about the Four Modernizations? These questions require further 
study and replies. 


Why Are Feudal Vestiges Able to Continue to Exist? 


Feudal rule and oppression goes back particularly far in the history of our 
country and has been particularly grave. Historically, the natural 
economic structure characterized by the combination in the home o/ both 
farming and handicraft industries, and its widespread, universal, and 
dispersed individual management methods have constituted the foundation for 
the system of feudal despotism in our country. These economic structur*s 
and methods of operation made each production unit identical in form and 
independent of any other completely in a state of living by itself or 
perishing by itself cut off from the world. It was in such a naturally 
endowed environment that feudalism consolidated and developed. The com- 
pleteness and enormous size of the whole panoply of its system of government 
and its bureaucratic machinery, the wealth and close-knitness of experience 
in governing that was accumulated in successive dynasties, the penetration 
into and influence on every corner of social life of its Confucian and 
Mencian doctrines of the three cardinal guides (ruler guides subject, father 
guides son, and husband guides wife), and the superstitious belief in divine 
right as an orthodox ideology and, finally, its obstinate hostility and 





resistance to the slightest change (even including the reforms of the 
Westernization Movement for grafting capitalist techniques in order to 
preserve the old Chinese system), and its hostility and resistance to modern 
capitalist civilization, are all such as have been rarely seen in the history 
of the world. Countless times in history the peasants have risen in revolts 
and in peasant wars only to be defeated trag’.cally before this huge, solid, 
feudal fortress or to be suppressed cruelly, or tragically to restore a 

new feudal dynasty. Under fuedal oppression, the Chinese people have, since 
time immemorial, been plunged into a condition of extreme poverty and 
ignorance. Consequently, it is small wonder that this ancient, civilized, 
and great country of ours has completely fallen behind in recent times. 


It has only been in recent times with the rise of imperialism in the form 
of nationalism and principally in the form of an import from abroad that 

the feudal system has finally and at long last lost its reason for being. 
But the inherent feudal economy suffered an assault on the one hand and 
began to disintegrate, but it colluded with comprador capitalism and high- 
interest capitalism on the other to become the firm mainstay of imperialism's 
looting of China. The unique product of the mutual collusion between 
imperialism and feudalism is the formation of the bureaucratic comprador 
bourgeoisie and its political domination. Under this domination, the old 
feudal system never sustained total destruction. If it is said that it was 
principally the northeast and coastal regions with their obvious semi- 
colonial characteristics that imperialism directly controlled to a certain 
extent, chen it was in the remote interior, particularly in the rural villages 
where there was preserved, virtually as in the past, a perfect feudal 
structure. These circumstances made the growth of the national bourgeoisie 
extremely difficult, democracy and science were stiffled, and all kinds of 
old degenerate and reactionary systems, old concepts and, old traditions 
still remained intact or were changed in appearance to dominate and control 
all of society bringing great suffering to the Chinese people. History 
makes clear that feudal production relationships continued to be modern 
China's most fundamental production relationships, and feudal power was 

the darkest, most decadent, and most deep-rooted force in the good earth 

of China. Our new democratic revolution led »by the party, unprecedented 

in breadth and depth, assaulted and destroyed *he economic foundation and 
superstructure of feudalism, and after a long period of arduous struggle 
finally proceeded with the deep transformation that uprooted the feudal land 
system in liberated areas and then went on to rapidly and thoroughly over- 
throw the feudal comprador fascist political authority to usher in a new 
China in which the people are in charge, thereby writing an unprecedentedly 
majestic chapter in the history of China. But even though it was such a 
thoroughgoing democratic revolution, it did not and it could not sweep 

away entirely everything old within a short period of time, particularly 

the old ideas, old culture, and old traditions of feudalism. The reason 
this was the case lay in the superstructure, particularly in problems in 

the ideological field, that could not be thoroughly resolved through violent 
revolution and the solution of which still lies, to a great extent, in 

the growth of productive forces and increases in the cultural levels of 

the people. Additionally, the characteristics of our national society and 





our national revolution discussed below also constitute concrete reasons 
why feudalism has not yet been eradicated. 


First of all, granted that the conflict betweer. feudalism and the masses of 
the people in modern China was extremely severe and extremely far reaching, 
the conflict between imperialism and the Chinese people was even more out- 
Standing and more pressing. Unless imperialism was overthrown and full 
independence for the nation obtained, there was no use to imagine that the 
land revolution could be completed or that feudal oppression could be 
uprooted. Therefore, th Chinese revolution had no choice but to place in 
first position the solution of the sharp contradiction within the nation. 
Sometimes, in order to resist imperialist aggression and gain victory in the 
national revolutionary war, th= proletariat would even have to consciously 
tone down its struggle with ‘eudal power and place strict limits on this 
kind of struggle. On the ot.er hand when the three great enemies of the 
Chinese revolution formed an alliance to create a particularly strong 
counterrevolutionary force, the main form of the revolution would be armed 
struggle. Our party had for a long time been in a perilous situation and 
thus has had to use almost all its energies to organize revolutionary 
forces to undertake practical work of various kinds. Consequently even though 
the leadership of the party conducted new bold struggles and gained great 
achievements in the cultural field following the "May Fourth" cultural 
revolution, the struggle to extirpate feudalism from the fields of ideology 
and culture obviously could be developed more fully only after seizure of 
political power. 


Secondly, the basic ingredient of the revolutionary ranks was the peasantry. 
The peasantry constituted the main force for opposing imperialism, opposing 
feudalism and building the revolution, but as a passive component of feudal 
relationships it was never an independent class in the past, and even though 
it had accumulated experiences in valorous and powerful resistance as an 
outgrowth of hunger, cold, and hardships it suffered, the revolts that it 
Started and organized never succeeded and could not have succeeded. There- 
fore, the peasants had to obtain the correct leadership of an advanced class 
before they could effectively and fully bring into play their revolutionary 
main forces. History has proven that in China the advanced class that was 
able to lead the peasants and the broad masses of the people to overthrow 
imperialism and feudalism to gain victory in the democratic revolution was 
not the bourgeoisie but could only have been the proletariat. The prole- 
tariat in semi-colonial and semi-~feudal China was most thoroughly revolu- 
tiorary, but its numbers were small and it was always surrounded by more 
nurerous small producers. Thus on one side was arrayed the proletariat 
facing the peasantry and the leadership and training of the bourgeoisie, and 
on the other side was the peasantry and all the ideology of the bourgeoisie 
facing the proletariat and the influence and corrosive effects of its party. 
These two sides were unavoidable historical phenomena. Under the leadership 
of Comrade Mao Zedong, our party always paid strict attention to struggle 
against bourgeois ideology and peasant ideology within the party and within 
the revolutionary ranks, and consistently instructed party members and cadres 





to consciously resist and overcome the influences of such ideologies. This 
was an important fact: r in our party's being ableto successfully lead the 
revolution toward victory even while living in a scattered rural village 
environment. But in old China, modern industry was extremely ill-developed 
and up until the time that a change occurred in the almost infinite amount 
of small scale production the influence of the ideology of the bourgeoisie 
and of the peasantry within the party and within revolutionary ranks was 
able to develop steadily and greatly, thereby objectively impeding efforts 
to sweep away thoroughly the tradition of feudal ideology. 


it was for the above stated historical reasons that once the democratic 
“evolution was victorious the continued existence of vestigial feudal 
influence and its strong influence was unavoidable in social and political 
life particularly in the field of ideology. Only by maintaining a sober 
perception was it possible to accurately set the programs and the policies 
for the future revolution. 


Once the r/:volution was victorious, we received the totally devastated 
economic heritage among which the capitalist component was the weakest. All 
of China's modern industry (and never mind mentioning that its technology 
and equipment was extremely backward), when added together amounted to only 
about 10 percent of the total national economy; of this amount 7 percent 
was either foreign capital or comprador capital with only 3 percent being 
national capital. The extremely backward agricultural industry and handi- 
crafts industry amounted to 90 percent of the national economy. Thus, our 
Starting point for the transition to socialism was much lower than had 

been the case for the Soviet Union. Corcrade Mao Zedong pointed out at the 
Second Plenary Session of the Seventh CCP Central Committee that the extreme 
backwardness of productive forces "would be the fundamental starting point 
for all problems during the period of the Chinese revolution and for a long 
time after the revolution was victorious." (One~volume edition of the 
"Selected Works of Mao Zedong," p 1320). Marxism holds that socialism is 
the outcome of the destruction of basic production relationships when 
capitalism is at a high stage of development, and that socialism can only 
be built on a foundation of highly developed socialized large-scale produc- 
tion. In that case, in a backward country where capitalism has not 
developed or that has not gone through any of the historical stages of 
capitalism, what special methods and courses must be adopted to make the 
transition to socialism? Comrade Mao Zedong repeatedly emphasized the need 
to make national capitalism achieve a fitting growth within the scope of the 
national economy and the people's livelihood and to lead it gradually coward 
the path of state capitalism. He profoundly pointed out, "Why is it that 
there are some people who don't understand why Communists not only do not 
fear capitalism but advocate insteac its development under certain condi- 
tions? Our reply is as simple as this: some development of capitalism 
rather than foreign imperialism and the oppression of our own country's 
feudalism is not only a step forward but an unavoidable process. It not 
only benefits the bourgeois but also benefits the proletariat or might be 
said to benefit the proletariat even more." (One-vclume edition of the 
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"Selected Works of Mao Zedong," p 961) This entirely correct estimate per- 
meated a magnificent boldness of vision. The fact is that Chinese private 
capitalism was extremely feeble and under conditions in which a socialist- 
run economy was in a position of leadership, even though it would show an 
increase in absolute numbers as the socialist economy developed, its 
relative importance would become less and less and state capitalism would 
be completely under the supervision and control of the proletarian state; 

a minority of unlawful capitalists when faced with the powerful state 
machinery of the proletariat would have little capacity to rebel and their 
sabotage activities could also be smashed at any time. For this reason 
politically short-sighted blind fears of a bourgeoisie developed by 
capitalism are entirely unreasonable. Those who do not recognize that a 
certain development of capitalism is a necessary element in victory over 
feudal relationships and do not understand that in our vigorous development 
of a socialist economy the borrowing of a certain degree of capitalism 

can more rapidly improve both the total capacity and the labor productivity 
rate of social productivity, but instead "view ‘capitalism’ and ‘socialism’ 
as abstractly in opposition" (Collected Works of Lenin," Vol 32, p 326) will, 
in practice, inevitably create harmful results. The Mao Zedong Thought 
given above and Lenin's theories on how the proletariat in backward 
countries can make the transition to socialism once they have seized power 
are in accord, and they have also been attested to during the early pericd 
of economic reconstruction in New China. 


Adherence to the principles of Marxism and analysis of the actual situation 
in the Chinese revolution can only produce a conclusion such as this: in 

a country as backward as China, even following seizure of power by the 
proletariat a restoration of feudalism continued to be the most important 
danger faced by the revolution. History is not severed with a single stroke 
of a knife; it is only in the sense of a change in its political nature that 
we say that the establishment of the Chinese People's Repudlic symbolizes 

the virtual conclusion of the democratic revolution and the beginning of 

the socialist revolution. In actual fact, during the period immediately 
following establishment of the republic we spent a lot of effort in resolving 
the contradictions between feudalism and democracy, including the conduct 

of land reform in the broad newly liberated areas, the development of 
democracy in industrial and mining enterprises, and in uprooting on a national 
scale the system of feudal exploitation that had endured for several thousand 
years. But once the land reform movement was victoriously concluded, 
domestic and external reactionaries and vestigial feudal power by no means 
ceased their resistance to and their sabotage of the nascent revolutionary 
authority and the democratic order. Large n.wmbers of individual trades 

in which work was done by hand and which were run by individuals still remained 
as rather powerful bases for feudalism. The feudal ideology, in particular, 
was exceptionally obdurate, and even after it had lost its foundations it 
continued to linger on its last legs for a long time and under certain condi- 
tions even managed to spread and grow to become a gnawing corrosive that 

lay hidden within the new society. Under such circumstances the continua- 
tion of the anti-feudal struggle in order to more deeply and more thoroughly 
eradicate the garbage left behind by the oi society was a revolutionary 

task that could not be ignored. 





But we lacked sufficient understanding of the seriousness of feudal 
vestiges for a rather long period of time, considering instead that the 
extremely weak capitalism was the most dangerous and indeed the sole 
enemy. In consequence the real dangers of a resurgence of feudal influence 
were not fully seen and the struggle against them was all but abandoned, 
while the dangers of a renascent capitalism were exaggerated out of all 
proportion causing a great irrationality in the struggle to oppose 
capitalism. Thus, vestiges of feudalism lay hidden in many corners of the 
life of the society and in the ideology of people, following us like a 
shadow and damaging socialist enterprises. 


How Is Vestigal Feudalism Able to Garb Itself In the Clothing of Socialism? 


If all vestiges of feudalism are to be mopped up, it is necessary to transform 
the material conditions that enable the vestiges to exist. So long as we 
have not yet created these new material conditions and economic and cultural 
backwardness continue to exist in our country, vestiges of feudalism will 
continue to live and to emanate their stench. All of the difficulties and 
complications that we have encourtered in the course of revolution may be 
either directly or indirectly traced to a source in economic life and more 
particulary to production forces. Lenin said in a speech following the vic- 
tory of the October Revolution: "Great historical tasks often produce great 
illusions... there are many matters wherein we began construction with the 
roof, or the sides of the structure, or at the eaves without giving serious 
attention to the foundations." ("Collected Works of Lenin," Vol 30, p 198). 
Affairs in China were like this too. The smooth completion of the socialist 
transformation of agriculture, of the handicraft industries, and of 
capitalist industries and commercial enterprises gave people the illusion 
that from now on everything would go along smoothly, and for a time they wor- 
ried that there might be so much steel and grain in the future that not all 
of it could be used. Subsequent setbacks made us pay renewed attention to 
the poverty-striken and backward foundation of our country. It is just such 
a foundation that provides the vestiges of feudalism the basic conditions 
for survival. For our country of 800 million, the old historical problem 

of getting enough to eat is today still a long way from changing. 
Agricultural production still depends basically on hand labor, most products 
are made for our own consumption, and we know that where the level of 
productivity depends on animal power and hand tools neither can socialist 
production relationships be solidly built nor can the whole panoply of 
psychology and habit created by small scale production be transformed. In 
industrial production, technology and equipment are generally very old; 
ideas about how to run things and management methods suitable to small- 
scale industry. Such very low levels of productivity and the limited scope 
of production as well as the limited extent of contacts limited people's 
outlook and impedes both the growth of democratic concepts and the 
Strengthening of the socialist democratic system. Victory in the democratic 
revolution long ago made the working people of our country the masters of 
our country, but people have by no means fundamentally changed their modes 
of existence handed down through the millenia; they have not begun to estab- 
List broad and flourishing relationships, and a majority of the population 
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linger, im varying degrees, outside the political life of the country unable 
effectively to have any part in the authority for running the country. The 
mass of the people are scattered and powerless lacking survival links with 
the outside world. This passivity, which has historically been the mainstay 
of autocratic rule, today still constitutes the objective foundation that 
has given rise to careerists and schemers like Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four." Once this sort of person accedes to power he is able to rule the 
people in exactly the same ways as the despots of the feudal period. When 
they bored into the Communist Party, they could not, of course, appear in 
the unaltered guise of the feudal despots but had to garb themselves in the 
outer trappings of revolution and socialism, but the stench of feudalism 
that emanated from their bodies kept people from getting near them. How 

is it possible for vestigal feudalism to deck itself out in the trappings 

of socialism? In other words, how can socialism provide a refuge for feudal- 
ism? Considering the catastrophe that Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
imposed upon our party, our people, and our nation, people cannot help but 
turn their heads to look backward to study and analyze this question. 


Feudalism and socialism, like water and fire, do not mix. It is, first of 
all, the enemy of capitalism and it is, therefore, the even more vicious and 
more irreconncilable enemy of socialism. This is a very important reason 
for its being able to deck itself out in the trappings of socialism. 


When it comes to a socialist economy, both feudalism and socialism oppose 
capitalist production relationship. Socialism uses highly developed 
commodity production with the objective of satisfying demands of the society 
to supplant the commodity production of capitalism; it uses a planned 
economy to supplant the anarchic production of capitalism; and it uses 
distribution according to work performed to supplant capitalist exploitation. 
Feudalism also opposes the production relationships of capitalism, but it 
relies on a natural economy of selr-sufficiency to oppose the commodity 
production of capitalism; it uses “official labor" and "official commerce" 
to oppose the free competition of capitalism; and it uses the extra economic 
exploitation of free workers by capitalism. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
occupied the position of feudalism and, in the name of opposition to capital- 
ism, they promoted false socialism. They opposed prosperity and extolled 
poverty so that in the closed, backward economy that was universally poor 
but in which their small handful of people monopolized all wealth, they 
could plunder the people without restriction. They carried out extreme 
criticism as capitalist creations of such things as the laws of value of 
socialist commodity production, market regulation, reasonable profit, and 
even the socialist principle of distribution in accordance with work done. 
They characterized as capitalistic and set about uprooting the collective 
sideline industries in rural villages and the proper family sideline occupa- 
tions of commune members. They regarded as characteristic of capitalism 

and vigorously opposed the distribution of labor and contacts that were 

an outgrowth of the building and development of socialism. Because the 
stuff they so vigorously pushed was not really capitalism, people were for 

a time confused about things on which they hung a tag of socialism, Their 





conduct not only brought no progress and prosperity in the socialist 
economy but instead brought about the regeneration of feudal elements se- 
creted in the organism of society, reduced the speed of our national 
economic development, and even brought it to the edge of ruin. 


As regards the political superstructure, both feudalism and socialism are 
characterized by opposition to the capitalist body politic. Socialism 
unmasks the sham of bourgeois democracy; it advocates use of a Paris Commune 
Style system of democracy instead of bourgeois parliamentarianism, a real 
democracy in which supply of goods is guaranteed instead of a democracy 

that cannot be realized because the working people lack material means as 

is the case under the capitalist system, and socialism uses the slogans of 
annihilation of classes instead of the “equality” advocated by the bourgeo- 
isie. Feudalism also furiously opposes bourgeois democracy, but it uses 
autocratic monarchy to oppose bourgeois parliamentarianism; it uses 
administrative officials’ “personal rule," and criminal law designed purely 
to oppress to oppose the capitalist legal system and laws containing guaran- 
tees of the rights of citizens; it uses the special privileges of feudal 
classes to oppose the egalitarianism that reflects capitalist economic 
relationships. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" occupied the feudalist 
position in opposing everything that seemed linked to bourgeois politics 
such as democracy, freedom, and equality and they even went so far as to 
consider as capitalist creatures and oppose the socialist citizen elections, 
freedom of sppech, and the equality of everyone before the law that are 
protected by our constitution. Their goal was, of course, not opposition 

to capitalism but to once again strike down the masses who for the first 
time had become masters of the country under the socialist system, but 

they actually could not tolerate bourgeois democracy either because what 
they wanted was feudal despotism. As a result no progress occurred in 
national political life, but instead vercigal feudal elements in the super- 
Structure began to grow, causing a decline in the degree of democracy of our 
national politics. 


in the field of ideology the situation is identical. Socialism uses concepts 
of public ownership and collectivism to criticize concepts of private 
ownership and individualism in capitalsim; it uses the total development of 
man to criticize “capitalist individuality," which ignores the individuality 
of man, and to take the place of the false humanitarianism of the bourgeoisie. 
Feudalism fiercely opposes capitalist ideology too, but it uses the despotic 
principle of "dehumanizing people" (Marx's words), deprecating individual 
worth, and the solemn idolization of an individual to counter the humanism 
and the individualism of the bourgeoisie; it uses ethical concepts of 

three cardinal guides (ruler guides subject, father guides son, and husband 
guides wife) and the five constant virtues (benevolence, righteousness, 
propriety, wisdom and fidelity) to counter the bourgeois concepts of freedom 
and equality, and it uses autocratic brutality to counter bourgeois “human 
feeling." For many years Lin Biao and the "gang of four" stood in the 
position of feudalism and criticized everything iaving to do with "“human:" 
humanitarianism, humanism, the thecry of human nature, and human feelings, 














and even regarded normal family life and feelings among relatives and 
friends as capitalist notions and criticized them, Marx pointed out that, 
"Despotic systems are inevitably brutal and are incompatible with human 
feelings.” (Collected Works of Marx anc Engels," Vol 1, p 414). In adhering 
to these autocratic principles that can counter to human feelings, Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four” decreased the degree of culture of our people and 
created a flood of savage and backward feudalistic concepts and customs. 
Because their target is the same, sometimes the criticism from feudalism 
and the criticism from socialism is entirely identical. Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" capitalized on this point to peddle feudalism under the 
guise of socialism. 


In our country there is still another historical reason that feudalism is 
able to continue to exist in the outer garb of socialism. When our ancient 
land in which feudalism had flourished for 2000 years entered the modern age, 
the new-born capitalist production relationships that smashed the structure 
of feudal society appeared on the stage of Chinese history at almost the 

same time as the incursion of foreign capitalism. Thereupon, backward 
feudalist production relationships seemed to link up with nationalism and 
advanced capitalist production relationship overlapped with imperialism's 
Strong and cruel forms. In their expositions on the ciash of China and 

other oriental countries with western capitalism, Marx and Engels profoundly 
noted that, this "tragic clash" is "a unique phenomenon in the history 

of mankind," and is a bizarre tragedy. Why did they term it a tragedy? 
Because the content of the struggle between “new and old" (meaning the 
Struggle between advanced capitalism and backward feudalism) was manifested 
in the form of a struggle between "fureign and Chinese." In this life and 
death struggle between the advanced and the backward, reform and stagnation, 
"the representative of the old and decaying world" was stirred by principles 
of morality and justice while the representatives of the most modern societies 
wanted special rights to buy cheaply and sell dearly. This was truly a 
tragedy and even a poet in his reveries would never have dared come up with 
such bizarre and tragic subject matter. ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels,' 
Vol 2, p 26). This historical tragedy cast a shadow of blind faith in 
everything foreign across the bodies of those engaged in the study of the 
Occident to bring about reforms, and it made some patriots appear to be 
apologists for feudalism. It caused some people who taunted and despised 
feudalism come under suspicion as "slaves of foreign masters," and it made 
people who hated and reviled capitalism seem to be “jingoists." Hostility 
to capitalsim and hostility to all foreign culture because their ferocious 
images were linked to imperialism was a social psychology that existed for 

a long time in modern China. Historically this psychology had a quality 

of national righteousness and it still has an influence on China today. In 
an environment with such a social psychology it was only natural that feudal- 
ism should pose as socialism in ts damnation of capitalism. 


In a criticism of feudal society, Marx and Engels noted that the school of 
thought that stands in the position of feudalism to oppose capitalism is 
extremely reactionary, and since it has utterly no perception whatever of 











the march of history it is also extremely ridiculous. From beneath its gar: 
of socialism often protrudes a feudal stripe with which people have long 
been familiar. It goes hand in hand with the socialism of monks and 
priests. "Decorating Christian asceticism with a coat of socialist paint 
couldn't be easier. Doesn't Christianity also fiercely oppose private 
property, oppose marriage, and oppose the state?" ("Selected Works of 

Marx and Engels” Vol 1 p 275). If one claims that the feudaii ao attacked 

by Marx and Engels at that time was nothing more than a school of thought, 
then the feudalism of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" that appeared during 
the 60's and 70's of the 20th century would be an extremely react-onary social 
practice. The depth of the feudal tradition in China and our depressed 
national material and cultural level constituted the objective conditions 
for t>. growth of feudalism; moreover, our relaxation of vigiliance against 
the pernicious influence oi feudalism after we seized power plus our 
metaphysical denial for a long period of time of all positive results from 
the growth of capitalism could also not be anything but a factor that led 

to such an evil consequence. 


The Social Feudalism of Lin Biao and the "Gang of Four" 


The alarming feudal system set up by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" not only 
made people see the ugly features of feudal socialism but also attested to 
the importance of continuing to oppose vestiges of feudalism throughout the 
period of building socialism. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" distorted the classical original intent of 
Marxism and raised the misleading slogan of “do away with all bourgeois 
rights." Their purposes were two: one was to preach egalitarianism and 
bring down to a common level of poverty the material life of the people; the 
second was to build for their own small group of careerists and plotters 
special feudal rights at the expense of the general poverty and hardships 
of people. They propagated universal ascetism and a crude egalitarianism, 
pandering to the narrow outlook of small scale production and a partially 
backward social psychology, throttling popular initiative, creativity and the 
enterprising spirit, stifling all outstanding abilities, and advocating 
that it is preferable to suffer poverty together than that anyone should 

be a little prosperous and that it is preferable to throw food away rather 
than that anyone should have a little more to eat. In the rural villages 
they fanned a common property wind of egalitarianism and indiscriminate 
transfer of resources doing damage to the enthusiasm for work of the broad 
masses of peasants. In the cities, they promoted methods totally divorced 
from whether or not enterprises were run well or badly, whether the work 

of employees was excellent or poor, and what economic benefits resulted. 
They brought about enormous waste in production and a decline in the 
productivity of labor, Such egalitarian methods appear very "equal," when 
in fact it is very unfair to treat working and not working or doing a good 
job and doing a bad job in the same way, and in the end it was every indi- 
vidual who suffered punishment from the laws of economics. Stalin made a 
vigorous attack on such reactionary small peasant egalitarian idealism. He 











noted that such reactionary espousal is suited to primitive ascetic doctrines 
but not suited to socialist societies organized according to Marxist tenets. 
Diversity means contradictions, but it is ubiquitous contradictions that 
power the growth of everything. To deny diversity and contradiction is 

to deny social progress. The social feudalists, Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" used egalitariansm to wreck the socialist economy and to destroy 
productive forces when, in fact, they themselves did not believe in equality. 
In the midst of universal poverty in the material and cultural lives of the 
people, they restored the feudal special rights to luxury and extravagance. 
In relationships between superiors and inferiors and between cadres and the 
masses, they used the pattern of factions to bring about again the relation- 
Ships of dependence of feudal society and created new class concepts of 
superior and inferior, noble and base, poisoning the entire social atmos- 
phere. The replacement of the despotic form of government with the 
democratic form of government marks a great advance in history. The 
differences between the two lie in the fundamental disparity in the form 

of organization and methods of operation of their legislative, executive, 
and judicial structures. The despotic form of government usually adopts 
hereditary systems, lifelong systems and systems of vested position with 
officials coming from various classes; it does not establish t’.ree-power 
structures of legislature, executive, and judicial centralized in the 
persons of the feudal autocratic rulers. The democratic form of government, 
by contract, formulates a constitution, establishes representative bojtes, and 
puts into effect a democratic election system for the election of executive 
leaders at every level in the country. In a proletarian state the majority 
rules the minority with governing authority residing in the people en bloc. 
Such a state has no government officials or police standing in opposition 

to the people and government authority is not imposed upon society by a 
structure from the top but is implemented by responsible servants of the 
society itself. Such a state abolishes bourgeois parliamentarian but 
retains representative bodies in which public servants subject to recall 

at any time take the place of bureaucrats who ride astride the necks of the 
people, and in which a true system of responsibility takes the place of a 
sham system of responsibility. The social feudalism of Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" transformed the democratic form of government into an auto- 
cratic form of government leaving behind nothing but an empty shell. At 

the time that they usurped a portion of the key authority in the party and 
the state, they regarded the constitution as a paper containing empty words; 
they changed the highest authorative body in the laiu, the National People's 
Congress, into a "rubber stamp;" they willfully trampled democratic elec- 
tions, which are basic to the system; they used methods of leadership 
"encirclement" and obligatory “consultations;" and they transformed the 


democratic election system whereby the minority obec” °° majority into an 
autocratic dictatorship in which the majority obeys -i;. .inority. They 
forced pre-decided agenda pon delegates, effectively abolished the right 
of delegates to speak or to make resolutions, thereby transforming the 
democratic form of the National People's Congress into an ornament through 
which they promoted their autocratic rule. In reality they blocked the 
channels through which the people exercised their democratic rights and 











wiped out the system of proletarian democracy whereby the people participated 
in the running of the country. Proletarian democracy could not be fully 
realized and bureaucratic government had a rebirth. Under the guise of 
socialism, the rotten practices of feudal officialdom slowly began to grow. 

A minority of cadres who had been corrupted engaged in corruption and 

took bribes, violated the laws and contravened discipline to go in for pedd- 
ling iafluence thereby becoming “local despots" and "local bullies" pressing 
down on the heads of the people. It was these people who formed the base 

in society for the social feudalism and bureaucratic rule of Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four.” 


During the period when Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were running wild, 

all sorts of unwritten rules came into being, people's fates were arbitrarily 
decided, citizen rights were transgressed, and much was made of feudal 
"governing of the people. This “governing of the people” in departure from 
the legal system meant that the various rights of the people to life and 
property had no guarantees in law and that a system of government existed 
whereby executive officials could consider and decide at whim. "Thought 
criminals" was the most notable symbol of these ignorant and backward govern- 
ing methods, and a special phenomenon of a feudal despoticm no more compatible 
with a system of democratic government than water is with fire. Marx observed 
in connection with this phenomenon that, "laws to investigate deviation 
punish not only what we do but also seek to punish what we think no matter 
what our conduct is. Such laws are consequently an affront to the citizens 
and constitute a shadowy pit that threatens our existence... this is not 

the law but special privilege." ("Collected Works of Marx and Ergels,” Vol | 
p 17). In the field of ideology, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" ran a 
highly centralized and tightly controlled cultural despotism, carried out a 
"literary inquisition," followed the old feudal ways of past culers in 
proscribing the people's thoughts, insticuted all sorts of despotic 
practices, and set traps everywhere that tnareatened people's existence. 

Such cultural despotism and the passing of the law are cause and effect. 

It was only because the legal rights of the citizenry could obtain no real 
guarantees and because the constitution could not be honored that thic 
phenomenon of cultural despotism appeared; and the cultural despotism, in 
exercising tight control over everything published, also made it impossible 
for people to link up and form a public opinion in order to put a stop to 

the illegal actions that transgressed the rights of the people. Consequently, 
the constitution could not be upheld. The wild acts of Lin Biao and the 
"sang of four" that endured for 10 years demonstrated that the monopo’ - 

on public opinion and the cultural despotism of social feudalism causid a 
loss in the system of laws and the democratic rights of tne people. 


During the long course of history our people have formulati:d a whole set of 
theoretical concepts of three cardinal guides and five constant virtues 
whose effects have gone so deep as to have become a fixed and natural way 
for use in thinking about problems. During the period when Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four" were running wild, these concepts flourished even more. 
while bad people were termed, 


Good people were termed, “loyal ministers," 








“crafty sycophants." In reports from party organizations there often appeared 
the words, “have the emperor in one's power and order the dukes about in his 
name," “rid the emperor of ‘evil’ ministers, “and such language. Common 
folk said of Jiang Qing that the imperial court had produced a concubine 
such as Zhou Xin, the last ruler of the Shang dynasty, had had. When cadres 
aid good works, the people praised them as "honorable officials" in deep 
gratitude. When they did bad things, people could only become angry in 
silence and curse them behind their backs as “traitorous rdnisters who harm 
the nation." Terms such as "three loyalties," "four unljmiteds, and "dance 
of loyalty" were heard everywhere for a time creating an unprecedented 
popularity of “loyalty” as a virtue as compared with terms of opprobrium 
such as “traitor,” and "maliciously attack,” which harmed untold numbers 

of innocent people. How like the feudal times of the past were these 
concepts that originated in the life of the present day society, and how 
incompatible all of this was with the concepts of socialism. The historical 
phenomenon of social feudalism occurring after the proletariat has seized 
power in a backward country was a new chapter in the study of Marxism 
requiring conscientious study to insure that it does not occur again, and 
which is also a bounden «\uty for us communists and revolutionaries. 


Struggle to Thoroughly Eradicate the Vestiges of Feudalism 


Long before the establishment «f the People's Republic, Comrade Mao Zedong 
predicted that the victory of the democratic revolution of the Chinese 
people will make people feel serveral decades hence that this was but a 

short episode in a long play. The Chinese revolution was great, but beyond 
the revolution lies an even longer road, even greater tasks, and more 
hardships. Today the continuation of the eradication of the vestiges of 
feudalism and the thorough burial of social feudalism is a serious historical 
task that lies right before our eyes. 


Feudal vestiges constitute a great obstacle to realization of the Four 
Modernizations. Consequently, we must struggle conscientiously to get rid

WUHAN CADRE COUPLE SHIELD SON'S CRIMES, MISBEHAVIOR

[Summary] The 6 December HUBEI RIBAO carries a reader's letter criticizing 
Comrade (Zhou Deping), director cof the Wuhan Municipal Price Bureau, and 
his wife, for covering up for the illegal actions of their son, The letter 
says: "Many cadres and masses of the Wuhan municipal public security 
organs have recently reported that in the struggle against illegal and 
criminal elements, they find that certain leading cadres cover up for the 
illegal actions of their sons and daughters and hinder the public security 
organs in carrying out the law. In particular, they have mentioned how 
Comrade (Zhou Deping), director of the municipai price bureau, and his wife 
(Lou Qi), deputy director of the public healcs bareau of Jiangan District, 
have covered up for their son (Zhou Shaogang), and have demanded that they 
be publicly criticized in the press." 


(Zhou Shaogang) is the couple's younger son, Originally he was studying 
acting in the Wuhan Municipal Beijing Opera “roupe, but was eventually 
expelled for frequent violations of disciplii2 and violent behavior. At 
the end of 1975, by making certain contacts (zhou Deping) arranged a job 
for (Shaogang) as a worker in the municipal sta:dard weights and measures 
office. While in this post (Shaogang) masquerade.’ as a state cadre, 
cheated people, collected crowds for fights and sabotaged social order. 
He was detained by the public security organs three times, once in 1975, 
once in 1977, and again in 1979, but he refused to mend his ways. Employ- 
ing various artifices such as “introducing people to jobs" or “solving 
work problems," he seduced or raped 11 girls including serving military 
personnel. ‘Some of the victims and their relatives exposed matters to 
Comrade (Zhou Deping's) face; for this they were beaten and abused by 
(Zhou Shaogang), while (Zhou Deping) took not the slightest notice." 


Last year and in June this year, (Shaogang) twice skipped work and enticed 
two girls to accompany him to Nanjing, Guangzhou and elsewhere for a so- 
called “travelling marriage." After returning to Wuhan he refused to make 
a clean breast of things but actually threatened the leaders of his unit 
and destroyed work tools. The cadres and workers of the weights and 
measures office angrily described him as a black sheep. 
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in view of these actions, the Hanyang District Public Security Subbureau 
decided to put (Zhou Shaogang) in administrative detention for 10 days. 
However, he escaped on 14 July and hid elsewhere for days. The munici- 
pal public security organs decided on 7 November that he should be given 

3 years' education through labor. He again escaped on 9 November, but was 
caught and charged 5 days later. 


After (Shaogang) had escaped from the Hanyang District Public Security Sub- 
bureau on 14 july, the public security personnel visited the (Zhou) home 
the same evening. Comrade (Zhou Deping) coldly told them: "Don't look 

for him. He goes too many places. He goes to the courtyards of the mili- 
tary region headquarters, the municipal CCP Committee and the planning 
committee. You had better not look for him." The next day (Zhou Deping) 
went to the municipal science and technology committee, where he told a 
comrade in the political section to inform the responsible persons of the 
weights and measures office not to concern themselves with the matter. ‘''My 
son's problem is a contradiction among the people," he said. He also put 
forward several conditions for handing over his son, demanding that (Shao- 
gang) should not be criticized, struggled against, labelled, or dealt with 
under the category of contradictions between the enemy and the people. He 
said the same thing that evening to comrades of the Hanyang Public Security 
Subbureau, 


After his escape on 9 November, (Zhou Shaogang) went to the home of a rela- 
tive in Wuhan. (Lou Qi) sent him word that the municipal public security 
bureau and his work unit were looking for him, 


"From these facts, we can see that the attitude of Comrades (Zhou Deping) 
and (Lou Qi) towards their son's crimes was wrong. Although they are lead- 
ing cadres, they have not acted according to party principles and policies 
and helped the public security departments enforce the law. Instead they 
have told lies, covered up for their son and hindered the public security 
departments in the execution of their duties," 


The HUBEI RIBAO carried a commentator's article on this letter. The arti- 
cle pointed out: Comrades (Zhou Deping) and (Lou Qi) have acted incor- 
rectly.

[Text] Respect Objective Laws, Knowledge and the Learned 


We blundered in our work in the past on various fronts such as science and 
technology, culture and education, and economic construction. Some of the 
mistakes were even repeated over and over. One very important reason be- 
hind this was our failure in the past to respect objective laws and our 
mistake of acting against sci«e «e and even against commonsense. 


Making mistakes and going against objective laws naturally have something 
to do with the fact that our knowledge is inadequate. However, this is 
not all there is about this question. Another reason lies in the fact that 
we adopted an incorrect attitude toward the learned. If we had created the 
necessary conditions for our specialists and experts in all fields to give 
full scope to their talents, many mistakes which have arisen from our 
acting against objective laws could have been avoided. 


Knowledge Means Strength and Not Crime; There Is No Truth in the Saying 
That "Whoever Has Less Learning Is a Man of Higher Virtue While People 
With More Professional Knowledge Are Less Socialist-Minded" 


The proletariat must not entertain apprehensions about knowledge. In 
essence, such apprehension reflect the mentality of small producers whose 
political consciousness has not been enhanced high enough following their 
time spend in the old society which oppressed them, denied them the chance 
of decent schooling and left them with the instinct to consider knowledge 
as an alien force out of their control. They are fettered by their narrow 
outlook, unaware of the great revolutionary role played by knowledge in 
the development of society. They feel the urge to rise up against the old 
world but do not understand that in destroying it, no attempt should be 
made to dispose of man's treasure house of learning; in building a new 
world, we have to depend on the strength of our knowledge in every step 
forward. Small producers are a reliable ally of the working class and are 
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willing to accept the leadership of the working class. As a matter of 
fact, many comrades of the small producer origin have overcome such an 
erroneous point of view thanks to education by the party and become tire- 
less and diligent in study. However, it is a 30 true that a number of 

our comrades still have not been able to free themselves from obscurantism. 
It appears true to them that "Whoever has less learning is a man of higher 
virtue while people with more professional knowledge are less socialist- 
minded." It should be pointed out that it is not uncommon among some of 
our comrades to take pride in being ignorant and in being nonprofessionals, 
This is quite au unaccountable sense of superiority. 


Such erroneous thinking among our ranks was exploited by the "gang of four," 
who pushed it to the extreme, dished out the theory that “people are more 
reactionary when they acquire more knowledge," and used it as a weapon for 
dealing a crushing blow at anything that conveyed knowledge. 


The Majority of Intellectuals in the Old Society Were Proletarian Mental 
Laborers; A Considerable Number Among Them Were Professionals and Were Not 
Members of the Bourgeoisie; There Were Very Few Bourgeois Intellectuals 


Intellectuals do not constitute a class, Marx analyzed intellectuals in 
this way: "In the schools, the teachers may purely be wage-laborers from 
the point of view of the owner of the school, There are a lot of education 
factories like this in England, To the students, the teachers are not pro- 
ductive workers; however, to the owners who employ them, they are productive 
workers. A school owner exchanges his capital for the laboring ability 

of the teachers and gets rich in the process, Owners of theaters, public 
places of entertainment, and so forth get rich in the same way. Here, the 
actors are artists to the audience, but productive workers to their own 
bosses." (Marx and Engels: Complete Works, Vol 26, Part 1, p 443) 


[HKO70703) Marx also said: "Milton was given 5 pounds for having created 
‘Paradise Lost," He was a nonproductive laborer. On the contrary, writers 
who provide factory-type labor for book dealers are productive laborers. 
Milton created ‘Paradise Lost' out of his urge to write, just as silkworms 
in the spring always want to produce cocoons. That was an expression of 
his innate initiative. Later, he sold his book for 5 pounds. However, 

a proletarian writer in Leipzig who compiled books (for example, ‘An Out- 
Line of Political Economics’) under the instructions of book dealers, is 

a productive laborer, because his products from the outset are subordinate 
to capital and are produced for the sole purpose of augmenting the value 
of capital. A female singer working for herself is a nonproductive laborer. 
However, the same singer becomes a productive workers once she is employed 
by the owner of a theater and asked by him to sing to make money, because 
she produces capital." (Marx and Engels: Complete Works, Vol 26, Part 1, 
p 432) 


Marx was then using the concept of "productive laborer" strictly in the 
sense of capitalist production, The "productive Laborer" here refers to 














the wage-laborer producing surplus value, that is, the “productive worker" 
spoken of in the first quotation. (Also see the Complete Works of Marx 
and Engels, Vol 26, Part 1, p 142) 


Marx's analyses of teachers, actors, writers and female singers, undoubtedly 
apply to intellectuals working in all kinds of trades under capitalism such 
as Scientists, engineers, doctors and journalists. 


From this, we can see that there are three kinds of intellectuals belonging 
to three different classes in capitalist society. 


One is the bourgeois intellectuals; for example, intellectuals among 
owners of enterprises. They belong to the capitalist class. The fact 

that they belong to the capitalist class has absolutely nothing to do with 
the knowledge they possess. They belong to it because they are owners who 
possess capital, exploit wage-laborers and rake in surplus value. In addi- 
tion to them, spokesmen and agents of the bourgeoisie having a share of 
the surplus value also fall under this category. 


Another kind is intellectuals employed by capitalists. These intellectuals 
belong to the working class. No matter whether they are engaged in mater- 
ial production (for example, engineers) or in mental production (for exam- 
ple, teachers), they are the same as manual laborers employed by capital- 
ists--workers creating surplus value for capitalists. 


The third kind is doctors who open their own clinics, teachers who run 
their own teaching units, inventors who carry on their own research, 
writers who freelance and artists who stage performances by themselves, 

and so on, They are professionals. They belong to the petty bourgeoisie 
with a class status similar to that of the manual laborer who independently 
carries out his work, They are not in the employment of anyone and are 

not creating suiplus value for any boss. Therefore, they are not workers. 
Nevertheless, ti.ey are not capitalists for they do not employ workers. 


Judging from the actual situation in capitalist society and from the actual 
situation in semicolonial, semifeudal old China, large numbers of intel- 
lectuals are workers producing surplus value. There are also a consider- 
able number of professionals. There are very few bourgeois intellectuals. 


Therefore, it is incorrect to loosely classify intellectuals from the old 
society as petty bourgeoisie or bourgeoisie. 


The Great Majority of China's Existing Intellectuals Form Part of the 
Working Class and the Gravediggers for Capitalism; It Is Wrong To Say 
They Are "Bourgeois Intellectuals" 


It is even more incorrect to loosely classify intellectuals under social- 
ism as bourgeoisie. 





China's existing intellectuals generally fall within the following cate- 
gories: 


1. Before the Liberation of the whole country, large numbers of intel- 
lectuals left their original posts in society and joined the ranks of 
revolution, They considered the accomplishment of the historical missions 
of the proletariat to be their own profession. Obviously they have long 
been part of the working class. 


2. Many comrades among the workers and peasants who took part in the revo- 
‘ution before the liberation of the whole country have become well-educated. 
They have acquired rich or even very broad and profound knowledge, which 
has often made them the object of admiration of ordinary intellectuals. 

It is indubitable that they are part of the working class and are the van- 
guards of the proletariat, the first members of the proletariat to become 
well-educated, 


[HKO70710] 3. The intellectuals under this grouping were employed in the 
old society by capitalists, bureaucrat capitalists or foreign capitalists. 
Through the socialist transformation of the ownership of the means of pro- 
duction, these intellectuals have become staff members and workers under 
socialism, Just as Marx said, they were productive workers producing sur- 
plus value as they did wage labor in the enterprises of the capitalists. 
Did they become “bourgeoisie” after the enterprises previously owned by 
the capitalists underwent socialist transformation? It should be affirmed 
that although they are from the old society, theyare not capitalists but 
productive workers once exploited by capitalists. 


4, After liberation, people who were professionals in the old society 
gradually joined the ranks of the working class. Although those in the 
upper strata in this grouping live a better life, even so they are not 
capitalists. Instead, they are mental laborers working independently. 

In the lower strata, these people live the kind of life very much akin 

to that led by people classified above under 3 (workers producing surplus 
value). It is even very difficult to draw a demarcation line between 
them. It is often the case that when they find jobs, they are workers in 
the employment of the owners of schools; once they lose their jobs, they 
become private teachers in some families, editors in the employment of 
the owners of book companies, or sometimes freelance writers (at times 
they might become editors and at the same time freelance writers, and so 
forth). After the new society came into being and during the past 20to 30 
years under socialism, they always led the life of wage-laborers carrying 
out tasks assigned by the state. Today, they are veteran workers of at 
least more than 20 years standing. 


5. A very emall number of intellectuals in old China were indeed members 
of the bourgeoisie if judged from their economic status at that time. Be- 
fore the socialist transformation, they lived on the surplus value they 

possessed. During the socialist transformation of capitalist industry and 





commerce, they accepted the policy of peaceful transformation laid down 

by the party and state and adopted a cooperative attitude. After the 
socialist transformation, changes came in their class status, They are 
now confronted with the task of further transforming their world out look 
and they enjoy a higher living standard than other workers. But all this 
is not the basis for class differentiation. Judging from reality, they 
are working for socialist enterprises like the other workers and are getting 
from socialist enterprises what their labor is worth--remuneration. These 
intellectuals were once capitalists in the past, which is a fact. However, 
they have begun to move over and join the ranks of the workers today; they 
are serving socialism with their knowledge, which is also a fact. We must 
proceed from facts and acknowledge this fundamental change according to 
the principle of seeking truth from facts. We must help them understand 
their responsibilities brought by such a change. During the land reform, 
our party affirmed the possibility and necessity of landlord class ele- 
ments having their class status changed after the land reform; the party 
also accordingly formulated a relevant policy, due to all sorts of reasons, 
this policy was not earnestly implemented until quite recently. People's 
class status may change as do other things. We must also acknowledge the 
possibility of changes and development with regard to intellectuals whose 
original class status was capitalist, and adopt a correct attitude toward 
them. It does not accord with the practical situation, which is no longer 
what it used to be, to consider these intellectuals as bourgeoisie forever. 


6. After the liberation of our entire country, under socialism and thanks 
to the education by the party, large batches of new intellectuals have been 
brought up through different channels, They are in the majority among the 
entire ranks of our intellectuals; furthermore, along with the development 
of socialist modernization, they will continue to grow in number. Can we 
classify them under the bourgeoisie? If this is allowed, it would be a 
mockery to our schools and social education and even to all our revolu- 
tionary work under the leadership of the party. The masses of people led 
by our party have abolished exploiting classes throughout the country 
(except for Taiwan Province), Is it at all true that our party has trained 
tens of thousands of members of the bourgeoisie under the social system 
preferred by our party itself and in the very education system established 
by the party itself? It is true that there are a small number of people 
among our new generation of intellectuals who are not from laboring people's 
families. However, even the families of these people have undergone tremen- 
dous changes. As for these comrades themselves, they became new members 

of the working class on the very first day they took up their work in 
society. This question is easy to clarify if only we discard the reaction- 
ary theory of family lineage and the feudal conception of hereditary rights. 
[HKO70715] It should also be pointed out that the majority of the new 
generation of intellectuals have come from laboring families, They are the 
sons and daughters of the proletariat itself. To them, the question of 
going over to the side of the working class does not exist. Their task is 
to carry forward the cause of their fathers and brothers. They have 
actively responded to the party's call to enhance our scientific and 








technological level. If compared with the other members of the working 
class, their waly distinctive characteristic is their mastery of more 
scientific and cultural knowledge. It is completely unreasonable to re- 
fuse to cecognize that workers who have become well educated are still 
workers, and try to stigmatize them as members of the bourgeoisie. 


The existing intellectuals in China mainly consist of the above six cate- 
gories, and only people listed above under 5, whose number is extremely 
small, are bourgeois intellectuals from the old society. Many among them 
have been working in socialist enterprises. If judged from their actual 
economic status, they have become wage-laborers under socialism, Apart 
from them, all the rest under the other five groupings are not bourgeois 
intellectuals at all, Instead, they are the gravediggers of the capital- 
ist system, Among these people, some are fighters who have spent decades 
in the struggle to end the system of exploitation in China; some are 
veteran workers who have survived extreme hardships at the hands of capital- 
ists in the old society where they were subjected to the exploitation of 
capitalists and made to toil for the creation of surplus value for the 
capitalist class; some are mental laborers who led a precarious life in 
the old society and have become members of the working class under social- 
ism; others are from the new generation who have been brought up in the 
new society and have become members of the working class. From tiis, we 
can see that the great majority of intellectuals in China are a bona fide 
part of the working class and that it is utterly wrong to classify them 
as part of the bourgeoisie. This fact is plain to see if only we can 
strictly apply Marx's way of class analysis, namely, differentiate classes 
according to their economic status. 


{[H#K070720]) We Should Adhere to Marxist Class Analytical Methods But Not 
Take a World Outlook as a Basis for Determining Class Status 


Can we take a world outlook as a basis for determining class status? 


Marx pointed out very well: “It is not the people's consciousness that 
determines their existence. On the contrary, it is their social existence.” 
(Marx and Engels: Complete Works, Vol 13, p 8) Similarly, it is not a 
different world outlook that determines a different class status, but vice 
versa. Therefore, instead of using the conditions of world outlook to ex- 
plain the conditions of class, we should do just the opposite. We will put 
the cart before the horse if we regard a world outlook as a basis for de- 
termining class status. Such a practice runs counter to the world outlook 
of the proletariat itself, that is, the basic princ‘ple of the materialist 
conception of history. 


It is the people's economic status, that is, their possession of the means 
of production and the relations of exploitation that determine class 

status. This is the sole scientific basis. Those comrades who took part 
in agrarian reform knew that we observed this principle while determining 
class status in rural areas. Who the landlords or rich peasants were and 








who the well-to-do middle peasants, middle peasants, poor peasants or farm 
laborers were was determined by their possession of the means of produc- 
tion wuch as land and so forth and the relations of exploitation. There 
was a clear demarcation line, including both quality and quantity, in the 
policy worked out by the party Central Committee. In the agrarian reform, 
if we had taken world outlook as the basis for determining class status, 
the whole nation would have been thrown into confusion: If we had done 

sv in the agrarian movement, we would not have been able to establish the 
red base areas. If we had done so in the war of liberation, we would have 
lost the vast liberated areas which we had established, let along a nation- 
wide victory of the revolution, 


There are perhaps a few exceptions for mental laborers. Should their class 
status be determined by their world outlook and not by their economic 
status. 


This viewpoint actually means that Marxist class analytical methods are 
not applicable to mental laborers, and no class analysis can be made for 
them, 


It was Marx himself who explicitly answered this question after analyzing 
various complicated relations in capitalist society. Besides citing Marx' 
analysis on mental laborers such as teachers and writers and so forth, let 
us quote Marx's other principle elaboration on this subject. He said: 
"The characteristics of the capitalist mode of production lie exactly in 
the fact that this system separates various kinds of labor. Therefore, 

it separates mental from physical labor. In other words, it separates 
labor which stresses mental work from labor which stresses physical work. 
Different kinds of labor are assigned to different kinds of people. How- 
ever, the practice does not run counter to the fact that material products 
are the products of the joint efforts of these laborers. In other words, 
this prattice does not run counter to the fact that the products of their 
joint efforts are embodied in material wealth, Apart from that, this 
separation does not at all run counter to the fact that the relationship 
between each individual laborer and the capitalists is the relationship 
between wage labor and capital, namely in particular sense the relation- 
ship between productive workers and capitalists. All these peopledo not only 
directly take part in the production of material wealth, but also directly 
exchange their own labor for currency as capital. Therefore, they do not 
only reproduce their wages, but also directly create surplus value for 
capitalists. Their labor is composed of paid labor and unpaid surplus labor." 
(Marx and Engels: Complete Works, Vol 26, Part 1, p 444) 


What Marx said was very clear. The separation of mental from physical labor 
does not at all hamper the analysis on class relationships of the capitalist 
social structure. So long as a person is in the position of being an em+ 
ployed laborer with regard to his relationship with capital and creates 
surplus value for capitalists, he is a productive worker exploited by 
capitalists, no matter if he is a mental laborer or a physical one. So long 





as we accept the Marxist theory on surplus value, we should accept this 
scientific method of class analysis. We should also admit the fact that 
such analysis is applicable to both mental and physical laborers. 


A bourgeois world outlook can be reflected in the contingent of the working 
class. It can be reflected in the mental and physical laborers of the 
working class. It can also be reflected in the vanguard of the working 
class. This phenomenon exists in a capitalist society. in a socialist 
society, it also cannot be eliminated overnight. It goes without saying 
that we should criticize and educate those who possess bourgeois world 
outlook, However, on no account should we negate their working-class 
status because of their world outlook, 


If we take world outlook as a bseis for determining cliss status, some 
people of the working class will be regarded as petty bourgeoisie and some 
will be pushed to the side of the bourgeoisie or even landlord class, 
Hence, a class will be completely split. Since it is no longer a class, 
how can we talk about class analysis? 


It is a complicated problem to define a bourgeois world outlook. It is 
also a complicated problem to define what kind of world outlook a person 
possesses, What world outlook did Lao Tzu, the author of the Taoists 
classics, possess? As opinions vary, no unanimous conclusion can be drawn 
for the past 2,900 years. [HKO70725] It will not work to take world out- 
look as a basis for determining class status, Actually, the so-called 
determination of class status on the basis of world outlook is nothing 

but a disregerd for people's economic status and a random pinning of bour- 
geois labels, During the 10-year extensive counterrevolutionary sabotage 
caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the class status of intellectuals 
was determ ned by their world outlook. They were convicted of crimes be- 
cause of their world outlook, This was a profound lesson from which we 
have learned a lot. For instance, we must follow laws to declare somebody 
guilty. This is a lesson we have drawn from experience. We must take 
economic status as a basis for determining class status. This is another 
lesson we have learned from experience, 


The fact that we negate the practice of taking world outlook as a basis 
tor determining class status does not at all mean that we should neglect 
the importance of world outlook, Most intellectuals have become parts of 
the working class. However, this does not mean that it is no longer neces- 
sary for intellectuals to reform themselves. All members of the working 
class, including intellectuals or non-intellectuals, party members or 
nonparty members, should reform themselves. This kind of reform is dif- 
ferent in nature from that of the alien class, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed 
out: "The following tasks should be included in the struggle of the pro- 
letariat and the revolutionary people to reform the world: Reforming the 
objective world and our own subjective world--reforming our own cognitive 
ability and reforming the relationships between the subjective and objec- 
tive world.” In realizing the four modernizations, we should reform our 





cognitive ability and the relationships between the subjective and objective 
world. We should work with one heart and one mind so that what we do will 
tally with objective laws and so our modernization programs will be carried 
out in a better way. 


Have Intellectuals Been Haphazardly Incorporated Into the Working Class? 


At the national science conference held by the party Central Committee, 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping made a scientific analysis on the present state of 
affairs of most intellectuals in our country, explicitly pointing out that 
most intellectuals have become parts of the working class. Such a conclu- 
sion has met with general approval. 


Among our comrades, can we say that their problem of understanding intel- 
lectuals has been completely solved? 


At present, it is probably unsuitable for us to make such an estimate. 


We frequently encounter the following phenomena in our practical life: 

It seems perfectly justified for people to talk about relying on the 
workers and masses, serving the workers and learning from them. However, 
when they come across a concrete problem, they frequently do not take 
intellectuals as part of the working class, Opinions vary when people en- 
counter the following cases: We should rely on professors to run univer- 
sities; laymen should respect experts; experts should be entrusted with 
responsibility and authority that go with their posts; experts concerned 
should take part in making strategic decisions; logistics work should 
serve intellectuals wholeheartedly and literature and art should portray 
our intellectuals and so forth, Some comrades do not altogether approve 
of what we advocate or, at least, do not accept what we propose with 
perfect assurances. While facing the problem of intellectuals, these 
comrades are always in a state of contradiction: On the one hand, they 
admit that intellectuals are parts of the working class; on the other, 
they are not willing or do not dare to implement policies on intellectuals 
in various concrete work, 


According to these comrades’ viewpoints, although most intellectuals have 
become part of the working class, it seems they are not qualified parts. 
They are haphazardly incorporated parts. They are not placed on the head 
or the body but on the nonessential tail. 


Two reasons are attributed to the formulation of this viewpoint. 


One is that people have wrongly thought for a long time that most intel- 
lectuals coming from the old society should belong to the bourgeoisie 
category, Afterward, the “gang of four" brought intellectuals trained 

in the new society into this category. It seemed that all intellectuals 
were bourgeoisie. Such an influence was enormous, Although some comrades 
accept the correct estimation made by the party Central Committee concerning 





intellectuals, they regard intellectuals as people who have just "com- 
pleted their reform," They do not realize that even most intellectuals 
coming from the old society have long ago become our class brothers. 

To clarify such muddled ideas, we should advocate the practice of con- 
scientiously studying the basic theories of historical idealism and clearly 
understand the analytical class method of Marxism, 


The other reason is that people lack understanding of the role and posi- 
tion of working-class intellectuals. This is an important problem that 
should be solved, 


Working-Class Intellectuals Are the Cream of the Proletariat; Just As 
Working-Class Statesmen and Military Experts, Scientists, Administrative 
Experts, Educators, Writers, Artists and So Forth Are Also the Advanced 
Elements Marching in the Forefront of Their Respective Fields 


Lenin highly appraised the role of working-class intellectuals, saying: 
"Worker movements in various countries have shown that those workers who 
attain the highest levels of knowledge are the first and easiest to accept 
socialist ideology." (Lenin: Complete Works, Vol 4, p 246) 


Who belongs to “those workers who attain the highest levels of knowledge?" 
Are they not what we usually call working-class intellectuals? 


[HKO70739] Lenin said again: 


‘In any time and place, the leaders of a certain class should be those 
advanced representative figures of the class who have the widest range of 
lnowledge." (Lenin: Complete Works, Vol 4, p 256) 


Lenin expressed his views positively here, because they were a common 
truth. Advanced elements and leaders are always connected with outstand- 
ing foresight, whereas outstanding foresight is always connected with the 
widest range of knowledge. We all know that proletarian leaders are those 
who master the widest range of knowledge, with no one being an exception. 
It is universally acknowledged that Marx, Engels, Lenin, Stalin, Mao Zedong 
and Zhou Enlai were leaders who mastered the widest range of knowledge. 
Even leaders like Dietzgen and Bebel were praised by their contemporaries 
for their extensive knowledge and precise thinking, although they lacked 
education during their childhood and became workers when they were young. 


it goes without saying that proletarian statesmen, thinkers and military 
experts are the cream of the proletarian contingent. How should we assess 
the role of proletarian scientists anid inventors? 


According to the viewpoint of historical materialsm, it is known to all 
that the working class is the most advanced and most promising class which 
can play a leading role in revolutionary movements. Such as assessment 
is not self-proclaimed or randomly made. It is based on the scientific 





truth that the working class represents the new productive forces. Judging 
from the conditions of industry, agriculture and communication of our 
times, the main energy that promotes productive forces is the development 
of science and technology. According to statistics issued in foreign 
countries, 60 to 80 percent of the rise of present-day labor productivity 
is attributed to new technology. In some productive sections, 100 percent 
of the increase of labor productivity is a result of the application of 

new techniques. Without the slightest exaggeration, we may safely say 
that without scientific and technical revolutions, there would be no 

modern mass production. Science and technology are the most active factors 
that promote the development of productive forces, Scientific and tech- 
nical personnel such as scientists, inventors, engineers and technicians 
and so forth are closely connected with this most active part of produc- 
tive forces. Therefore, scientific and technical personnel do not just 
represent the ex.sting advanced productive forces, but also create the 

new and more advanced productive forces. They are the most active parts 

of the working class which promote the rapid development of productive 
forces. Furthermore, scientific and technical personnel working in produc- 
tive enterprises have a wider range of scientific and technical knowledge 
and a better understanding of the overall production situation and the 
links between various working procedures. Therefore, they have a higher 
level of consciousness and set stricter demands on themselves in observ- 
ing organizational principles and discipline, in upholding the authority 

of the productive system and in abiding by technological regulations and 
rules of operation. 


While studying the revolutionary changes of society, people usually pay 
more attention to the revolutionary role of class struggle. Undoubtedly, 
the role of class struggle is very important. However, it is far from 
enough to just lay our stress on it. While studying this subject, Marx 
always integrated the revolution of production relations with the revolu- 
tion of productive forces and the revolution of science and technology. 
He said: “Once the revolution of productive forces which will be in the 
form of technological revolution happens, the revolution of production 
relations will follow." ("Machines, Natural Forces and the Application 
of Science," p 111) While commenting on the revolution of 1848 which 
swept across Europe, he pointed out that steam, clectric power and auto- 
matic weaving and spinning machines had played a larger role than the 
French revolutionary leaders. Under no circumstances should we under- 
estimate the revolutionary role of science and technology as well as the 
acvanced productive forces, We should not underestimate the revolutionary 
role of working-class scientific and technical personnel either. 


Experts in various trades and fields are of course included in the contin- 
gent of working-class intellectuals. They have their own particularities, 
special skills and important role. All these defy enumeration. In a word, 
working-class intellectuals are indispensable parts of the working class. 
Just like working-class statesmen and military experts, scientists, sociolo- 
gists, inventors, experts on enterprise management, educators, writers and 
artists of the working class are the advanced elements of the working class. 
They are the people who are marching in the forefront and taking a leading 
role in their own respective fields.

[Text] Beijing, 20 September (XINHUA)--There is an increase of investment 
in urban housing construction, and an increase in the areas of projected 
starting constructions and finished constructions, According to the in- 
formation obtained from the State Bureau of Urban Construction by a XINHUA 
reporter, the investment in national, local, and industry-sponsored housing 
construction amounts to 4,5 billion yuan, to which the capital left over 
from last year is added. This makes a total of 5.2 billion yuan--a 38 per- 
cent increase from the investment actually put into construction last year. 
The projected starting constructions will be 48 million square meters, and 
the projected finished constructions 30 million square meters, The latter 
will make a 31 percent increase from the finished constructions of last 
year. 


According to the statistics taken in 192 cities from January to August, 
37.41 million square meters are under construction, and 7 million have 
been completed, In Liaoning Province, finished constructions amount to 
900,000 square meters, in Sichuan Province to 540,000 square meters, and 
in Hubei Province to 450,000 square meters, Before National Day, there 
will be new housing for immediate occupancy and a large number of workers 
will move into their new homes,

[Text] China has more than 50 minority nationalities. Except for those 
who live in compact ccmmunities along the border areas and autonomous re- 
gions, there are also some 10 million people of the Hui, Man, Monggol, 
Korean, Miao, Yao, She and Tujia nationalities living together or scattered 
among cities and towns and villages throughout the country. As such, the 
various nationalities are either living together in small groups or are 
scattered about. Work on minority nationalities who do not live in compact 
communities is an important part of the party's nationalities work as a 
whole. 


The party and state have always attached great importance to work on minor- 
ity nationalities who do not live in compact communities. In accordance 
with their characteristics, the party and state have formulated a series of 
specific principles and policies and adopted many effective measurcs to 
insure equal rights for national minorities who do not live in compact 
communities. This has resulted in their economy and culture undergoing 
considerable development, the living standard of their people being raised 
to a certain degree and the unity of the various nationalities continuously 
strengthened. The people «* the national minorities who do not live in 
compact communities have mace great contributions to the socialist revolu- 
tion and construction of the moterhland, 


The feudal, fascist and reactionary policy toward nationalities pursued 

by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" throughout the country created serious 
evil consequences among national minorities who did not live in compact 
communities. They totally repudiated the effective and correct policies 
and measures previously adopted by the party and the country in these 
areas, discriminated against and insulted national minorities, infringed 
upon their equal rights, created miscarriages of justice, attacked and 
persecuted cadres and the masses of national minorities, compelled them 

to change their customs and habits, forcibly sealed up and tore down places 





for religious activities,and, under the pretext of “national integration," 
compelled them to assimilate with the rest of the country. Their per- 
verse acts seriously undermined the close unity between the Han and the 
minority nationalities and created grav. difficulties for the production 
and livelihood of national minorities who did not live in compact communi- 
ties.

[HK300650] These situ tions clearly show 
that the pernicious influence of the ultraleftist line pursued by Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four" in nationalities work is far-reaching, the accompany- 
ing influence of the sense of Han chauvinism that has been engendered is 
serious and work among national minorities who do not live in compact com- 
munities has not yet aroused adequate attention among the parties concerned. 


The number of national minorities who live scattered from each other among 
the Han people rather than in compact communities is small. These people's 
economic and cultural backwardness is not as conspicuous as in the national 
minorities regions. Unlike the autonomous areas, their difficulties and 
production and livelihood needs cannot so easily arouse people's attention. 
Thus, their national characteristics, customs and habits an! special needs 
of livelihood are easily overlooked and are apt to become the weak Link 

of mationalities work as a whole. 


The minority nationalities who do not live in compact communities can be 
found all over the country and on all fronts, Widely distributed, they 
have a wide influence. It is hard to avoid engendering some contradictions 
because they have more opportunities to come into contact with each other 
and be together long since several nationalities lived together. Therefore, 
to do this work well is of important significance in defending and develop- 
ing the political situation of stability and unicy, mobilizing the enthu- 
siasm of minority nationalities and achieving the four modernizations. 

it is imperative that party committees of various areas fully understand 
this point and assign special persons with responsibility for regular re- 
search and inspection to substantially and firmly do weil in grasping this 
job. 


In the construction of the four modernizations, the various prefectures 
and departments should enthusiastically help the minority nationalities 
who do not Live in compact communities to develop economy and culture and 








gradually eliminate the inequalities left over by history. We must pro- 
ceed from the realities of minority nationalities who do not live in com- 
pact communities in implementing the party's various economic policies in 
an all-round way and in fully mobilizing the enthusiasm of the people of 
minority nationalities. With energetic support from the country, we must 
develop the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and plain living and 
hard struggle and speed up the development of production, and cultural, 
educational and health work. In principles of production, we must suit 
measures to local conditions, pay attention to their charactezistics, 
develop specialties and refrain from vague generalizations, We must 
resolutely stop such practices as forcing the Hui people to raise pigs 
and encourage them to raise sheep and cattle.

heightened and work among national minorities who do not live in compact 
communities will be performed well. We should educate the masses of the 
various nationalities to be friendly and united with and respect each other. 
Acts of discriminating against, insulting and sabotaging national unity 
among various nationalities should be prohibited.

[Text] To find subjects for my writing since the smashing of the "gang 

of four,” I have participated in a number of meetings on science, finance, 
trade and education along with those outstanding scientists, financial 
experts and educators, sharing their joys, weeping with them and sometimes 
crying Like a child, Whenever such things happened, I thought about a 
meeting of writers and artists at which China's writers and artists could 
rejoice over the fate of our country's new leterature and art and over the 
destiny of our great wotherland, and then cry bitterly over both: 


At first I though of going to the congress of writers and artists to have 

a good cry. I wanted to do so in the bosom of the experienced writers of 
the older generation, over the premature grey hair of my contemporaries 

and at the sight of the broken limbs of those victims of the “sinister 

line on literature and art" who suffered mistreatment and gross injustice.... 
Did the reception personnel at last year's enlarged plenum of the China 
federation of literary and art circles not cry when they saw us? They 

said: "So many meetings have been held yet your literary and art circles 

are in sorry plight. You don't look like a contingent at all but resemble 

a hospital of wounded soldiers.... 


When 1 attended the congress of writers and artists this time, I had no 
intention of having a good cry because there was neither time nor the 
sentiment to do so, At the moment an army was gathering. 1 could hear 
the bugle sounding the march and the footsteps of the comrades doing the 
quick march. Moreover, many people among us were vigorously alive and 
displaying a militant spirit. Thais shows that despite the utter ruthless- 
ness of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," we writers and artists were 


stronger than them, We not only confidently waded through the bloody long 
night but had enough strength to sing aloud in the bright springtime: 





Our contingent included veterans who had opposed the spread of imperialist 
and feudal influences since the May 4th movement; veteran fighters who had 
followed the party at various revolutionary stages through thick and thin; 
writers like us who had grown up with the new China; and young writers 

who had emerged since the smashing of the "gang of four.” This contingent 
of literary and art workers was estimated to number no less than a million, 


How should we deal with this million-strong contingent? There was accepted 
opinion about their status before the founding of the PRC. In his talk at 
the Yanan forum on literature and art, Chairman Mao explicitly referred to 
the contingent as a cultural army of the party. He also said at the first 
congress of writers and artists: "They are the peopl:'s artists." However, 
with the passage of time, they were inexplicably criticized and struggled 
against year after year until finally they all became “bourgeois intel- 
lectuals" completely identified with the bourgeoisie. Their fate was even 
worse during the cultural revolution when they were either branded as 
“reactionary men of letters” and “monsters and demons" or as “traitors and 
enemy secret agents," “the stinking ninth category" and even deprecated 

as the “offspring of the sinister line on literature and art." They were 
summarily ostracized from the people's ranks and placed in a new category 
to be “regrouped into a new contingent by Jiang Qing and her cohorts. 


However, the people thought differently. They accepted those members of 
the contingent banished to the wilderness, tacitly protecting and taking 
care of them, When the entire contingent was cleaned out, (with a few 
exceptions, of course) they accepted all of them, sharing their bitter 
resentment and thus recognizing the true nature of Jiang Qing and her 
cohorts, 


The revolutionaries of the older generation likewise viewed the whole 
issue from a different angle. I had the good fortune of attending a 
meeting held in Guangzhou 18 years ago. Our respected and beloved Premier 
Zhou said: "This contingent of ours comes from the people's ranks, a 
contingent of proletarian intellectuals fostered by the party." With the 
ultraleftists in mind, PLA Commander Chen said: “I am removing the bour- 
geois label that has been attached to you. Whoever calls you bourgeois 
in the future or makes things difficult for you such as striking blows 

at you and fixing Labels on you, just look me up...." We then joined the 
comrades in hailing Commander Chen and asserted convincingly everywhere: 
We are not outsiders but the party's own children, 


I was then too young to grasp the full significance of this statement, 
Naturally, i did not realize that neither Premier Zhou nor Commander Chen 
would respond to my desperate shouts because they too were branded as 
bourgeois and called the biggest capitalist-roaders inside the party until 
they were mistreated and persecuted to death.... 


However, history is inexorable for it always seeks to restore the true 
nature of things. Since the smashing of the "gang of four,” intellectuals 





have been officially recognized as mental workers and as part of the 
working class, making it possible for us to return to the people's ranks. 
At the recent conference, Comrade Deng Xiaoping spoke on behalf of the 
Central Committee, saying “Literary and art circles have made signifi- 
cant contributions so literary and art workers should be trusted, cherished 
and respected by the party and people.” However, I was not as excited as 
before for I was wrapped up in deep thoughts over the fact that I war no 
longer young.

Let me 
tell the stories of some poets. 


At the time when “attack with words anc defend by force” was the rage and 
when peop'e were hoodwinked, one comrade was given a good beating before 
he was dragged to the “cowshed.” Guo Xiaochuan, an ailing poet, was re- 
cuperating at home when he saw the comrade's blood smeared face. Tearfully 
he wished he could return to the war years to care for the wounded and 
comfort them, However, he was not permitted to do so because someone was 
watching him, If he insisted on doing what he wished to do, he would have 
caused more trouble and incited more beating. Xiaochuan then used his 
fingers to make some strokes on his chest without changing his reclining 
posture. He did this so many times that the comrade noticed what he was 
trying to do, He was using his fingers to write these words: Live and 
stay alive!" The comrade survived but Xiaochuan left us sooner than we 
expected. KXioachuan, however, was not dead, for his poems lingered in our 
nemories. The following is an example: 


The fighters’ singing can be silenced 

For a moment, but it will not turn hoarse; 
The fighers’ eyes can be closed for a moment, 
But they will never go blind.... 

"The fighters have their own affection 

And their loyalty remains constant; 

it cannot be expressed by sound, 

But by muted sound.” 


{ was grieved in spite of myself because I understood what these lines 
meant, as did those young comrades who had been reading poems. 





| realized that some day I would go up like smoke, and | hoped that it 
would be Like cinders smelling strongly of gunpowder.... 


Since Comrade Xiaochuan wrote the verse when he was under surveillance, 
he was understandably denied the freedom of speech. If a fighter who had 
lost his freedom continued to think in terms of smoke, cinders, gunfire, 
combat and dedication, his loyalty was indeed highly precious. However, 
Xiaochuan was not the only one who had sung such songs or possessed such 
attributes. He was a representative of this contingent of ours. Let me 
recite another poem praising “The Tree Hanging by the Cliff": 


A strange gust of wind has blown 

A tree to the far end of the plain, 

To the steep cliff near a deep valley. 
Listening to the roaring wind lashing 
At the forest beyond and the murmuring 
Stream in the valley, the lone tree 
Stands there, proud and yet lonesome, 
Its twisted trunk bears the effects 

Of the wind, about to tumble over into 
The valley but appearing to soar aloft 
With its wings.... 


This poem was written by Comrade Zeng Zhou who was involved in a "“counter- 
revolutionary cause" and was thus detained and later sent down to the grass- 
roots level for a dozen years or so, I did not know Comrade Zeng personally 
nor had any knowledge of his personal background, but his short verse 
touched me deeply. It reminded me of the wind and its diverse effects on 
people. But it was despondent. Like a tree which was about to fall into 

a ravine, it still turned to the forest and the blue sky, hankering after 
the sunshine, full of hope...symbolizing suffering as well as joy. Suffer- 
ing, it had no idea why it was blown by a strange gust of wind to the 
precipice; joyous, it was determined to break away from hostile circum- 
stances, trom the unfathomable ravine and fierce flames. This was symbolic 
of countless lives, not just a single living thing. There were many firm 
and serious-minded symbolic figures in the contingent of ours: 


Have there not been comrades who have worked long years in the factory and 
who were called the 9th grade by other workers? (The 8th grade is the 
highest for workers and anything beyond that is more or less taken as a 
compliment.) Have there not been comrades who were sent down to the rural 
areas as “sinners” but were treated well by commune members’? Have there 
not been comrades whe served as propmen in theatrical groups and performed 
corrective Labor for as many as 10 years while poring over books at night 
so one day they could contribute their learning to worth causes? Have 
there not been comrades who were required to do labor all the year round 
and separated from their wives and who were still polishing their verses 
when they found time to do so? Let me cite the case of one comrade who was 
branded as a rightist and expelled from the PLA, yet he did things strictly 











according to the PIA tradition. Not once in 20 years did he make any re- 
port on those who had placed him under their custody nor make any untrue 
comment on existing materials. He, in fact, never said anything unfavor- 
able to the party nor did anything to cause harm to the people....

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FURTHER DETAILS ON PLANNED PARENTHOOD IN SHANGHAI 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 7 Sep 79 p 2 


| Interview with the staff of Shanghai Municipal Oftice for Planned Parent- 
hood by reporter: "Some Questions on the Details Regarding Planned Parent- 
hood" ] 


[Text] Since the "Regulations on the Promotion of Planned 
Parenthood" were promulgated in this city, they aroused a 
great response among the masses. The newspaper office re- 
ceived many letters raising questions about the articles 
contained in the “Regulations.” For this reason, the re- 
porter paid a visit to the mmicipal office of planned 
parenthood and invited the staff to answer some questions. 


Question: Regarding the age for late marriage, the “Regulations” are quite 
specific about people in the cities and in the countryside but not in towns. 
What rules should be applied to people Living in towns and how to handle 
special situations! 


Answer: The late marriageable age for towns’ residents can be deduced from 
the spirit of the “Regulations” in connection with practical situations. 
Towns under the jurisdiction of counties can follow «e late mz-riageable 
age for cities; towns being part of communes can t-iiow that for the coun- 
tryside. If as regards the unwed couple, one is with the town registry 
and the other with rural registry they should follow the regulation of the 
locality where the woman registers her residence. A certain flexibility 
can be applied to the following special situations, If one party has ex- 
ceeded the late marriageable age, or is deaf, mute and blind, or is in 
active militery service in the interior, in the borderland, or overseas, 
the other party can receive special consideration for marriageable age, 
which, however, cannot be lower than that for the countryside--that is to 
say, 25 for men and 23 for women. 


Question: Besides the specific conditions favoring the "one-and-only child" 
who is entitled to certain privileges, what are other special situations 
which can lead to a “certification of one-and-only child"? 








Answer: Three situations can lead to the issuance of a certificate: 

l. Before the “Regulations” were promulgated, 4 couple had voluntarily 
undergone sterilization after the birth of one child and this child is 
under age 16. 2. Before the "Regulations" were promulgated, a childless 
couple adopted one child with official permission and through due proce- 
dures of permanent living arrangement, 3. After the promulgation co! the 
“Regulations,” one of two children dies accidentrlly and the other child 
is under age 16. The couple then takes measures to ensure no more preg- 
nancies. 


Question: What are the situations which do not qualify for one-and-only 
child family” 


Answer: Multiple births such as twins resulting from the first delivery 
because though it is only one pregnancy, in effect, there are two births; 
after the promulgation of the “Regulations,” a couple gave birth to two 
children but one is given up for adoption; a couple having two children 
are divorced and each has the custody of one child; adoption takes place 
after the promulgation of the “Regulations.” All above cases are not 
considered “family with one-and-only child." 


Question: Besides the conditions listed in Article 5 of the "Regulations," 
are there special situations which require the revocation of the “one-and- 
only child certificate"? 


Answer: There are two special situations: After obtaining the "one-and- 
only child certificate,” the child suffers from severe injury or becomes 
handicapped and the couple gives birth to a second child. The "“one-and- 
only child certificate," of course, will be revoked and the privileges 
accorded by the certificate rescinded, but what has been received pre- 
viously by the family will aot need to be returned. The other situation 
is like this: For a rerarried couple, if together they have more than 
two children, the certificate will be revoked and privileges stopped, 

but they do not have to return whas has already been given. 


Question: What are the cases of family designated "multiple children,” 
besides couples who have more than three children? 


Answer: There are the following situations: for example, after the promul- 
gation of the “Regulations, a couple who has more than three children 

keeps only one or two and gives the rest for adoption; or such as a re- 
marte‘ed couple who already has more tuan two children from their previous 
marriage and again has more children; another example: A couple has twins 
or multiple births as a result of the first pregnancy but chooses to have 
more children. 


Question: How about some situations in which even a family with more than 
two children is not considered a "“miltiple-children family"? 





Answer: If the only delivery results in twins or multiple births, the 
family is not considered “multiple-children family" because this is a 
natural phenomenon; if each party of a remarried couple has had no more 
than two children by previous marriage and together they have more than 
two children, they will not be considered as “multiple-children family." 


Question: What is the procedure required for obtaining a “one-and-only 
child certificate"? 


Answer: It is necessary to follow these steps: First, generally the 
mother (or the father) fills out an application form and submits it to 
her or his unit for preliminary review, Second, the unit will then for- 
ward the application to where the applicant takes residence (street com- 
mittee in cities, committee of sub-divisions, team in rural communes). 
Third, it goes to the office of planned parenthood in the district or 
county. The certificate is issued after a final review. The applicant's 
unit will be notified and due privileges granted. 


Question: What if the couple does not share  .he same domicile or some 
other situation? 


Answer: In the former case, the rule applies to where the child most 
commonly stays. If the couple lives in this city while the child lives 
elsewherc, ‘t is up to the mother to apply and provide supporting docu- 


ments from the street or commune where her child registers his/her resi- 
dence. 


Question: What are tne procedures involved in receiving subsidy for health- 
care and reimbursement of child-care for “one-and-only child"? 


Answer: In general, they are paid by the mother's unit. The following 
situations can be handled as such: One, if the mother belongs to a unit 
under collective ownership while the father is under all-people ownership, 
the Latter pays the subsidy. Amother case is if the mother is a member 

of the rural commune and the father in an all-people or collective unit, 
the Latter pays. 


Question: What will be the effective date for enjoying all the privileges 
yranted by the “one-and-only child certificate"? 


Answer: After the promulgation of the "Regulations," the couple undergoes 
voluntary sterilization after the birth of the first child. The effective 
date starts from the month when the operation is performed. For those who 
do not opt for immediate sterilization but consent not to raise a second 
child, the effective date begins in the month after the child reaches the 
ige of four. For those who meet either of the two requirements or whose 
one-a~d-only child is under 16 years of age, the effective date is the day 
when vi.r ™" sgulations" take effect. 





Question: What will be the effective date for receiving the extra 10 per- 
cent of retirement pension given to childless couples? 


Answer: From the date when the "Regulations" go into effect. The retirees 
before that date do not benefit from this article, 


Question: Can the family with “one-and-only child certificate” receive 
tuition and fees waiver for this year’? 


Answer: Yes they can. After obtaining the “one-and-only child certificate," 


they can, with this certificate, get a refund for the tuition and fees paid 
to the school.

As the national economy develops, various cities 
aay construct even more new residential areas for their 
citizens, and if they do not take care, as they are building 
new residential areas, to allow for a corresponding increase 
in the construction of schools (as well as shops, hospit«uls, 
and theaters), it will present students with difficulties 

in being admitted to a school, and create more trouble at 
home tor the masses. This question is concerned with the 
immediate interests of the masses of people, and must receive 
the attention of concerned leaders and departments.

1001 classrooms, which far from satisfied the needs of the students. Despite 





the fact that educational departments have devised many remedies, the fact 

is that WO percent of the graduates from lower middle school who should be 
promoted to upper middle schocl have no school nearby to matriculate at. 
Again, take the construction of the Xincun [New Village] area! Last year, 
this area constructed 59 new large residential buildings, increasing the 
population of residents by more than 20,000, of which middle school students 
represented an increase of more than 4,000. However, there was no corre- 
sponding increase of a single middle or elementary school in that area. The 
only solution was to turn the teachers’ offices, laboratories, and auditoriums 
at the two middle schools and three elementary schools nearby into classrooms 
and build some temporary classrooms. Even so, there were almost 1,000 stu- 
dents unable to get into a nearby school. The situation is similar in the 
other new residential areas. For many years, the parents of students in 
these areas have demanded that concerned departments find an early solution 
to the school availability problem. 


lt is understood that there are many aspects to the reasons for residential 
construction in Guangzhou without corresponding school construction. One is 
that there has been little investment by the state in capital construction 
of elementary and middle schools in recent years. According to specifications, 
20 to 25 percent of the total area of a residential development should be N 
devoted to schools, shops, hospitals, theaters, etc. At present, the sources 
of investment in residential construction are relatively broad, including 
state, enterprises, localities, and units, but only the education departments 
plan for elementary and middle school buildings, so there are great lLimi- 
tations on them, This vear, Guangzhou Municipality planned for 600,000 

quare meters of new residential construction, and there originatly should 
have been an appropriate investment in the conmstruction of schools. However, 
Guang7hou's investment in middle and elementary school capital construction 
th’« year was only 2.1 million yuan (including rural villages), and after 
alluecation to projects under construction and planned substitutes, there 
were funcamentally no resources with which to consider building ~iddle and 
elemental schools in the new residential areas. In this way, y ar after 
ear, the centradiction becomes more and more glaring. A secoud aspect is 
that leading cadres and departments concerned do not support school con- 
struction sufficiently. Guihuagang is a aonse residential area on which con- 
truction began in 1967, and which has wot a single elementary or middle 

ool. Children 7 and 8 vears old have to attend school on North Haizhu 

toad and Panfu Road, 3 kilometers away. For almost / years, the education

lepartment has issued tunds every year to this area for the construction 
ot an elementary school, but groundbresating has never taken place, aud though 


the municipal construction planning devartment set aside a plet of land 2 years

Parents of nearby students say that they hope for it every day, they hope for 
it every night, they hope patiently until even when their childern have 
graduated from middie school, this school will still not be ready to accept 
them. 


The Party Central Committee and the State Council became thcroughly concerned 
with the lives of the masses of urban people, and in future there will be a 
gradual year by year increase in new residential construction. Therefore, 
the foregoing problems have reached the time when they should be put on the 
agenda. These problems touch vpon very broad areas, and there is no way to 
solve them by simply depending on the educational departments, they must be 
made an important question of municipal construction by the leaders of the 
city. There must be overall planning in the whole municipal construction 
process, giving comprehensive consideration to the complete problem of 
residences, schools, shops, hospitals, theaters, etc. From now on, as the 
national economy improves, additional investment must be made in capital con- 
struction of elementary and middle schools year by year. Under present 
circumstances, it is recommended thar we do as other cities nave done, take 
an appropriate proportion of capital from municipal construction investments 
and trom the funds of those units that have raised their ow- money for resi- 
dential construction and use it to supplement the insufficient state invest- 
ment in elementary and middle echool construction. As the items are started, 
the planning and construction departments must guarantee construction materials 
1 labor torce for key projects. We believe that if concerned leading 
organs take this seriously and all parties support it, tie imbalance between 
residential construction and school construction can be overcome soon.

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BETTER SCHOOL MANAGEMENT STUDIED IN MEI-COUNTY PREFECTURE

[Text] Mei-county Prefecture recently held a study class for headmasters of 
middle schools to discuss the question of the criterion of truth earnestly. 
Through study, those comrades participating corrected the line of their think- 
ing, got in touch with the reality at their schools, summarized 30 years of 
experience on voth pro and con sides of the issue, and raised their awareness 
through a relatively deep inquiry into how to mange education and administer 
the schools better under the new situation. 


The first question was: Why must the schools uphold teaching as the central 
task? This is basically a matter of ccmmon sense, and easy to answer, but 

for a long time Lin Biao and the “gang of four," flaunting a banner of "“educ- 
ational revolution," maligned schools taking teaching as their central task 
and the transmitting of systematic scientific and cultural knowledge as "re- 
visionist" things, thus confusing people's thinking. In the 3 years since 
smasiiing the "gang of four," schools that make teaching their central task 
have gradually recovered. However, because many relapses have occurred in 

the past, many education workers have a lingering fear and are not able to 
persist self-consciously and with complete assurance. Through study, the 
comrades realized that: if they want to consciously uphold teaching as the 
central task and :stablish a new educational system suitable to the needs of 
the Four Modernizations, they must break down the two "everything is" patterns, 
uphold Mao Zedong Thought as a scientific system, and cause perceptions to 
overtake the development of objective circumstances. For example, in the past 
it was believed that the proletarian politics in “Serve Proletarian Poijiitics!" 
meant carrying on class struggle, but this viewpoint is incorrect, because 

in the new historical stage, implementing the Four Modernizations has become 
the highest politics, and to serve modernization is to serve proletarian 
politics. “Combine with productive labor" likewise does not carry the original 
meaning of purely physical labor in srall~scale production, but is principally 
the physical and mental combined productive labor that meets the needs of the 
Four Modernizations.

The second question was: Who should be followed in managing education and 
administering the schools? This is the important question of policy: Do 

we want, and do we dare, to follow the intellectuals wich 711 our hearts and 
souls in managing education? For a long time Lin Biao and the "gang of 

four," starting from the reactionary viewpoint of the "two estimates," maligned 
the intellectuals as “the stinking old nine," made them the targets of the 
dictatorship, and branded the schools as “the vnification of all the bourgeois 
intellectual elements." The effect and pernicious influence of the ultra- 
left line still presents an obstacle to party policy today. Some of the 
headmasters participating in the study reported that there had been many 
reversals on this subject in the past, and everyone fears another reversal, 
afraid of being "rightist." Therefore, having implemented policy, redressed 
unjust, false and erroneous cases, and rectified the work of the rightists, 

we still fear that someone will criticize our vulnerabilities, and dare not 
wholeheartedly trust or unequivocably depend on those professional mainstays 
with specialized knowledge. Through discussion of the standard of truth, the 
study class made an estimate of our country's present class circumstances 

and class struggle situation according to the facts and realized that most 
intellectuals had become a, part of the worl.ing class, a reserve force to 
support the revolution. Having rectified the line of their thinking, they 
were able to stiffen their backs, and everyone resolved to carry out the work 
of implementing policy thoroughly, without reservation, placing complete 

trust and dependence on the intellectuals to manage education, and moreover to: 
discuss and study the problems of ideological, organizational, and professional 
strengthening of future corps of educators. 


The third question was: How can we manage education in accordance with objec- 
tive law, and raise the quality of education in the new historical period? 

The study class criticized Lin Biao and the "gang of four" for having funda- 
mentally denied the laws of teaching and education, and for abolishing psycho- 
logy and pedogogy, studied educational theory and what is known about the 
physical and mental development of children and young people, summarized 

their practical experience in leading education, and researched how to get to 
the forefront of education, spur teachers on to probe for pedagogic law in 
practice, and concrete measures for raising the quality of education. Head- 
masters participating in the study said that they would make this study a 
beginning, return to their schools and organize the teachers to develop wide- 
ranging study and discussion of the question of the standard of truth, rec- 
tify their ideological line, and lead the management of education and admin- 
istration of the schools. 


The study class, which lasted 20 days, was participated in by more than 190 
headmasters of full-time middle schools, normal schools, and agricultural 
middle schools.
